Public officials, trustworthy clerks, even 
one of the heads of our leading institutions, 
have been seen in the bucket shops.

Many a pink, perfumed note lies on the 
bucket shop table in the morning. Men 
who openly scorn the bucket shops, and 
cannot find words to express their detesta- 
tion of the institution, privately avail them- 
selves of it, Everyone, nearly, can afford 
to risk a few dollars, and many do so.

Further than thistho bucket shops can 
employ ite very cliente’ meney to win from 
them, When it is the interest of the pro- 
prietor to raiso tho price of stocks he can 
buy'in the real markot, and by creating a 
demand for the stock, raise ita price, Then 
should new speculatsrs buy on tho rising 
market in the hopes of its goiug higher, up 
may come the sluico gates, tho stocks may 
flood the markot and sweep to ruin the 
fathers of tamilies, and men in wh m the 
widow and orphans had put their trast. This 
last possibility is strongly urged by some as 
an argument ageinst bucket shops being 
permitted to exist, These may say that the 
bulling and bearing of a market by bucket 
shops 1s disastrous to truo commercd, 

DO THE SPECULATORS MAKE 4 

Though the bucket shop may make money 
the speculator inay say ; ** Yes, | know we 
lose as a crowd, but L expect to win as an 
individual.” This is not the opinion of an 
experienced’ broker. He says: “I have 
had many years’ experience, but 1 have yet 
to see the man who has msde money ina 
bucket shop, unless he is proprietor, All 
money thus won may be Invoked upon as 
only borrowed, and borrowed, too, ata 
very high rate of interest. Bucket shops 
are not like thimble rigging and three card 
monte; for fromthe word there is no 
mercy. The youth who, with fast-beating 
heart and face flushed with excitement, 
risks his firat small stake, is intentionally 
permitted to win no more than the wolfish 
habitue who isin the office at ten and leaves 
only after the last ‘ tick’ has come over the 
wire.” 

Enormous sums have been lost through 
the bucket shops and crime caused, Two 
instances of this may be cited. A perscn 
in this city lost $30,000 in bucket shop 
speculation not so very jong ago. He was 
badly shaken, but recovered, and, like the 
burnt child, dreads the fire. Recently,too, 
a respectable man stooped to means to save 
himself from exposure that, but for his 
friends, would have placed him certainly in 
the criminal dock, and, perhaps,in a felon's 
cell.

They must thrive, for they are constant- 
ly increasing in number. Already there 
are two more being started in this city. 
They have spread over Canada so exten- 
sively that it isactually said Montreal is 
now tho poorest city as regards bucket 
shops. They flourish in Quebec, Ottawa, 
Nova Scotia, New Brunswick and Mani- 
toba, as well as throughout the United 
States, One Toronto tirm has fifty-two 
agencies, An American firm has agencies 
in Quebec, Montreal, atid Toronto. Win- 
nipeg has one, of which a recent visitor to 
Montreal said, ‘*It did almost the only busi- 
ness of any kiud done in thas city.” 

The very heads and Jaw-makers of our 
Jand indulge in this mode of gambling. In 
Ottawa during parliamentary sessions large 
sums of money are lost in bucket shops.

Dosiiy, Oct, 31,—Tho appeal of William 
O'Brien, editor of United Ireland, auainst 
the sentence of three months’ imprison 
ment imposed on him by the Mitchellstown 
court, has been refused, and the sentence 
of the lower cours confirmed. The charge 
of which Mr, O'Brien was convicted was cf 
using seditious language under the Crimes 
act, at a Nutional league meeting at Mitch- 
ellatown. Mr, O'Brien arrived at Cork this 
morning and wasgiven an enthudiastic ro- 
ception, Be started for Middleton, where the 
hearing on his appeal was wo be hoard, 
in the company of Messrs, Dillon and 
Harrington. A most exciting scene ensued 
in the court room at Middleton when the 
decision confirming the sentence of the 
Mitchellstown court was announced. 
The room was immediately in an uproar 
and the people clustered about Mr. 
O'Brien to preyent the law ofticers 
from arresting him. Mr. Harrington 
contended that the police had no right to 
arrest Mr. O'Brien. A terrible stiuggle 
took place in the court room and in the 
passage leading to the street between 
Mr. O'Brien and his friends on one side 
and the polico on the other. Ladies 
screamed und fainted and the confusion 
was general. The police finally succoeded 
in arresting O'Brien. The people remain- 
ed in the street outside the court clamor- 
ing for the rescue of Mr, O’Brien and ven- 
geance upon the police, 

The sentence of Mr. Mandeville, chair- 
man of the Board of Poor Law Guardians 
of Mitchellstown, was also confirmed and 
he was taken into custody.

tivs A man who wins it one bas no re- 
course, should it refuse payment, Nothing 
is commoner than for a bucket shop to 
close up when run of bad luck attonde it, 
and refuse to pay ita debts. They have 
such runs of bad luck sometimes In No- 
vember, 1886, one firm wan bitten to the 
tune of £5,000, but paid up and went op. |! 
Iie customers had bought for a riso, which 
came All ope afternoon they clamured 


for payment, but the firm answered that 
its wires were out of order and would not 
pay until it had received its own advices, 
These came pext mornang, bub the stocks 
were bigher otill and che firm was bitten. 
Some years ayo another frm lose mone y, 
but instead of paying up skipped out, tuk 
ing several thousand dollars from one man 
alone 

It was hardly necossary to skip out. 

Tho courts have time and again declared 
such dealings beyond the law. Kvon the 
respectable firm of stock brokers whose 
dealings are not atallin the bucket shop 
line, found his the case in a transaction 
which they and others had with one Geo, 
Demers in 1886. They had bought Chicago 
wheat for him to the extent of 40,000 and 
had invested in various Montreal and New 
York stocks, keeping Demers advised al- 
ways of the sales and purchases as ho order- 
edthem, Finally the transaction cloacd 
$1,239.99 to the bad for Demers, who re- 
fusod to pay. In the superiur court he was 
sustained, the court holding that as there 
had been no actual purchise and delivery 
and os it was visibly a gambling upon the 
riso and fall of stockd the debts were illegal 
and could not be collected. The case was 
appealed, but pever went to a decision, 

So far is this datestation of bucket shop 
, deals carried by the law that a note given 
for one of them has been actually declared 
usolovs even after it had passed into the 
hands of a third party. 

WHAT I8 TO BE DONE! 

Bucket shops have thus farspread « ver the 
whole Dominion, the new as well as the old 
provinces sharing in the cancerous gr wth. 
In the States the same horrible disease has 
spread, but already the knife is being ap- 
plied. In Chicago, that we are disposed to 
pity as the hot bed of anarchism, in Chi- 
cago, once so wicked that its fire has been 
looked upon as a direct judgment from 
heaven, the cure was begun three years

The au- 
thentic story of their recovery is now told, 
Ex-Postmaster Jones gives the first cluo, 
notifying Superintendeht Walling that an 
ex soldier, who had served under him, knew 
something of the remains and would give 
information if encouraged. Judge Hilton 
was told of this offer, but dezlared he would 
never give a cent for Mr Stewart's bones 
unless theycame accompanied by the thieves 
in irons. General Jones then showed let- 
tors from the thieves, accompanied by the 
cvllin-plate, which was identified by the en- 
graver, and other evidence was sent by the 
robbers, which showed that they had the 
body. Judge Hilton remained unalterable,

WISHING TO RECOVER THE REMAINS, 
tho Shieves opened correspondence with 
hor directly, In January, 1882, General 
Jones brought to Police Headquarters the 
silver knobs and handles of the coffin, and 
showed letters purporting to have been 
written in Canada by Harry G. Romaine, 
proposing that General Jones act as attor- 
ney for the return of the body upon pay- 
ment of $250,000. On the 5th February, 
atthe request of Judge Hilton, General 
Jones wrote to Romaine, agreeing to act as 
counsel. A reply came from Boston that 
the body would be restored for $200,000 to 
General Jones or Judge Hilton within 
twenty-five miles of Montreal, nobody else 
to be present and all parties to maintain an 
unbroken silence in the transaction. Judge 
.Hiiton refused the terms,and declined to 
negotiate clandestinely. Romaine was in- 
formed of thisand directed Gen. Jones to 
break off all communication with Judge 
Hilton and open vegotiations with Mrs. 
Stewart. No notice was taken of this re- 
quest, but in March Judge Hilton « ffered 
$25,000 for the body. Gen. Jones inforn - 
ed Romaine of this,and he respectfully but 
firmly declined the offer. The robbers, be- 
coming discouraged, now offered to aell the 
body for $100,000, Mrs. Stewart was 
willing, and ordered her representatives to 
pay the amount, They delayed matters 
until the igure was reduced to $30,000, 
which was accepted.

There may be, as alleged, monopolies in 
Canada; but what are they as compared 
with the United States? The Pacific Rail 
way is a monopoly in a limited sense only, 
and that monopoly formed part of the con- 
tract, which was approved by Parliament 
and subsequently by the electors at the polls, 
Mr. Mackenzie's Government made a simi- 
lar provision in the interest of the country ; 
without it, indeed, the railway would not 
have been built. Further, the Government 
have the power to reduce the rates when 
the profits have reached a certain amount, 
And finally, the Globe has of late been con- 
tending that the monopoly against which 
it now inveighs has in reality no existence | 

Our contemporary is far from being hap 
py in this illustration—in fact it blunders 
most egregiously in alleging the existence 
of a monopoly which a few days ago it as- 
serted most positively did not exist, and in 
comparing a company whose profits are 
under the control of the Government with 
such unfettered vehicles of public robbery 
in the United States as the Standard Oil 
Company, the coal ring and the Western 
Union Telegraph ring.

AN UNWARRANTED DEDUCTION, 


The ex-Conservative annexation organ in 
Toronto reviews at considerable length the 
annual report of the Ontario Bureau of In- 
dustries, in which it fails to find anything 
to justify its parrot-like repetition of Mr. 
Wiman’s celebrated allegation as to the 
‘helpless and hopeless’ condition of the 
farmers of this Province—an allegation the 
value of which may be measured by the fact 
that the gentleman who made it did not 
know at the time that eggs and chickens 
enter the United States free of duty. The 
organ in question finds in the report the 
following evidences of the ruin and decad- 
ence of our agricultural industry : 

In 1886 the assessment returns showed 
that of the 21,758,795 acres assessed, 10,- 
938,471, or about 50 per cent., were cleared. 
Comparing the figures with those for 1885, 
it is found that, outside of the unorganized 
districts, there was an increase for 1886 by 
80,000 acres in the cleared area. There was 

also brought under crop a larger area in 1886 
by fifty thousand acres than in 1885, * * * 

In live stock the report shows increases, 
There is an increase of 11,000 in horses, 
of 32,000 in cattle, of 38,000 in hogs, 
and of 630,000 in poultry. Shoep have 
decreased by 140,000; but the reduction 
has been altogether in the coarse-woolled 
breeds. The report observes that since 
1883 the coarse-woolled sheep have fallen 
off by 355,553, whereas the fine-woolled 
have been increased by 97,718. The cause 
is no doubt the reduction in the markot 
price of coarse wools, There was a fall by 
seven million pounds in the quantity of 
cheese made at the factories, but the value 
of the cheese was a cent per pound better 
than in 1885, though one cent worse than 
in 1884. An interesting comparison is 
made of the yield of cheese in different sec- 
tions of the province. It is found from this 
that it takes half a pound less milk tomake 
a pound of chéese in the East than in the 
West, but the West has a compensating ad- 
vantage, for there the yield of milk per 
cow is terthan in the East. It is 
calculated that in 1886 the value of the 
product percowin the West was $27; 
while it was but $24 in the Eastern section 
ofthe province. * * * # 

The figures regarding farm values indicate 
an increase this year in all classes of farm 
property over the values of 1886. Farm 

are yalued at $645,009,828, twenty- 
four million dollars more than last year, 
The value of buildings has increased by 
rather more than a million, that of imple- 
ments by two millions, and that of live 
stock by six and a half millions. The total 
value of everything agricultural is in short 
pladed at $989,497,000, against $958,159, - 
000 in 1885. The average value of farm 
property per acre is $29.78. 

None of these statements encourage the 
“thelpleas and hopeless” theory ; but the 
ingenious adyocate of the allegation finds 
comfort in an assertion in the report that 
wheat growing is no longer remunerative, 
and gleefully enlarges upon it—in further- 
ance of its commercial annexation scheme 
—as follows : 

That the farmer is not growing wealthy, 
Spe the reported increase in the values 
of farm properties, is apparent from the 
deduction to be drawn from some of the 
figures given in Mr. Blue's report. Mr. 
Blue estimates, for example, that the value 
of the yield of fall wheat to the Ontario 
farmer in 188¢ was $15 and of Spring wheat 
$11.95. To this has to be added $1.50 as 
the yalue of tho straw. He also estimates 

rom figures furnished by -w leading 
farmer in Wellington County, that the 
expense of producing an acre of wheat in 
the province is just $16.47. This includes 
the cost of seed grain, of ploughing, dril- 
ing, harrowing, menuriog, harvest'r g 
threshing and marketing, also rent of land, 
calculated at $3, and insurance, taxes and 
repairs. If it costs $16.47 to produce $15 
worth of wheat and $1.50 worth of straw, 
the farmer has just three cents per acre 
left for himself. 

If thoabove figures are correct, how 
would the free admission into our home 
market of wheat and other grains and 
theic manufactured products benefit our 
farmers? Wheat is lower by at least 20, 
per bushel in the United States than in 
Canada, and, undera customs union, our 
prices would be forced down to the samo 
level as those which rule in our neighbors’ 
markets, Tho result would, then, be tak- 
ing the average yield at 20 bushols per 
acre, that the Ontario farmer would under 
commercial union net a loas 37 conts, in- 
atoad of, as under present circumstances, a 
gain of 3 cents por acro on his wheat, 
Thus he would be ubliged to abandon tho 
growing of that cereal—as tho farmors of 
the middlo and Eastern States have dono 
under the pressure of the competition of 
the Western States. 

But we digress, thorofore revenons a ws 
moutons, Tho assortion that ‘the farmer 
“*in not growing wealthy, despite the ro- 
** ported increase in the values of farm 
** property,” is self-contradictory and thero- 
fore ridiculous.

A THOUBAND LIVES LOST AND MUCH PROPEMTY 


DESTROYED AFLOAT AND ASHORE, 


(From the Shanghai Courier ) 

By tho arrival from Hankow in Shanghai 
of the Pekin we have been enabled to glean 
a few additional particulars with regard to 
the loas of life and the damage done by the 
late contloyration, It haw boon established 
as @ fact that the number of junks which 
wero burned amounted to 612, b 
2,000 sam pans,

The total Tons of the pro- 
perty, aflout and ashore, destroyed is eati- 
mated at fully 2,000,000 taeld. ” Tho num- 
bor of lives lost is given in round numbers 
at 1,000, 

A shocking accidont is reported to have 
occurred a few doys after the fire, It ap 
pears that three larye godowns at Han-yang 
(situated on the shore opposite to that on 
which Haukow livs) and containing veget- 
able oil wore burned during the conflagra- 
tion, Shortly after the fire had burned it- 
self out, several hundred coolies were seen 
busy digging out from beneath tho debris 
some oil tubs which had escaped total du- 
struction, Ona suddon, one of the brick 
walls that was left standing, came down 
with a crash, burying beneath its ruins a 
largo number of coolies, Kighty doad 
bodios were afterwards recovered, and the 
humber of those who are more or jess 
seriously injured, is said to be considerable. 

As to the origin of tho fire, the following 
18 given as coming from a trustworthy 
source. We reported previously that on 
that fatal morning ex-Taotin Wo was to 
atart by juik for his home in Shantung. 
In order to prepare a treat for his retinuo, 
he ordered several hundreds of cakes to be 
made on his premises, which were near the 
creek in which his junks werelying. The 
cook who was charyed with preparing these 
Painties could, seemingly,nut get the fire 
to burn quick enough and in order to host- 
en its blazing up ho poured sume kér osene 
on the firewood, with the result that the 
cook-house was set on fire, the flumes 
spreading with furious rapidity to the 
neighboring buildings andthe janks moor- 
ed in the creek. Ex Taotai Wo lost all 
of his personal property, 

A later report says that from 500 to 600 
bodies have already been recovered among 
the victims to burning or drowning in the 
Hankow disaster.

Farm Matters, 


Hens Movuvrine BaAnry Poultry should 
be fod liborally at this season, and with 
plenty of bone making feod. Pecause they 
do not lay just now, is no sign that they 
can bo noglected with impunity, If their 
moulting is not comploted before cold wea- 
thor sets in, they will probably not lay 
many eggs until spring, and thus be kept 
during the season, when eggs bring the 
highest price, with all expense and no re- 
turn for it. 

Diyinc Sweer Conn,—If sweet corn is 
exposed to a temperature of 120 it will dry 
rapidly if the oars are not thrown in large 
masses, Rotention of the husk is a great 
help to drying, especially if the ears can be 
hung up by it, In this position it quickly 

dries, though the aweet corn usually con- 
tains 80 much nore water than the common 
sort that it will soon be destroyed for seed 
if thrown in piles or lefton the ground, 

Routine Panrs or Freips.—Excepting 
ou farms deyoted exclusively to making ex- 
periments, the use of the roller is uniform 
over the cntire field, if used atall. Itisa 
little difficult to mark out patches to be 
rolled, and those not to be ; but experience 
with winter wheat especially shows that this 
is advisable, On some kinds and locations 
of soils rolling is beneficial. On others it 
always does injury. An exposed hillside 
blows much less when the ridges left after 
aceding are preased down, 

Hicn Grave Fearitizens Cugaresr.— 
The extra price necessarily charged for the 
best grades of commercial manures induces 
some farmers to try te economize by using 
those of poorer quality, A little thought 
will show the impolicy of such economy. 
Commercial manures have to be carried 
hundreds of miles, and transportation of | 
poor stuff costs as much as that of the best. 
So also does the distribution of the ferti- 
lizer on the soil. Nofarmer would think 
of carting mere earth to distribute over his 
fields, but this he is doing if he or some 
one else mixes earth or other worthless 
substances with fertilizers merelyjto make 
bulk. Besides, in most cases, the farmer 
pays very dearly for the labor of mixing 
good and bad together. 

Sweetness 1n Soun Arries.—The term 
“sour,” as applied to apples and other 
fruit, is a misnomer and often the cause of 
serious mistakes. Itis supposed by many 
that a sour apple, for oxample, is destitute 
of sweetness. This is never the fact, though 
its saccharine qualities may be so hidden 
by prevailing tartnuss as to be unapppre- 
clable to the taste. If we divided apples 
into sweet and acid, there would be less 
liability to mistake. The nutritive value | 
of apples as food for stock is generally de- 
termined by their sweetness; but a close. 
grained solid apple, like a Russet, may be 
better food than athin, watery, but sweet 
tasted apple. Old cider makers prize the

Is Ryg Exuavusrive 7—Many farmers be- 


| lieve that rye is much more exhaustive 


than wheat. It can beand usually is grown 
on poorer soil than the lstter crop; and 
not only in manuring, but in preparation 
of the land, it is apt therefore to be neglect- 
ed. Rye has a greater bulk of straw than | 
wheat ; but this bulk is chiefly carbon and; 
derived from the air. ‘Phe broad leaves of 
rye cover the surface better than the wheat 
plant does, and. this protection possibly 
serves some Of the purposes of manuring. 
Where rye is grown in succession it takes 
a longtime to run down good soil; but once 
change to wheat and a single crop wil 
make another crop impossible without 
manure or a colirse of seeding with grags 
and clover. Although its leaf is bulky,the 
rye crop is gotten off one or two weeks 
earlier than wheat can be, thus relieving 
the grass and clover seeding of the double 
draught of roots on the water supply in the 
soil. Afterany grain is cut clover grows 
more rapidly than before,and rye is always 
cut earlier than any other grain, 
Porvu.aniry oF THE Jensey.—The Jer- 
say breed has taken a very prominent posi- 
tion in the dairy during the last ton or 
twelve years, Previously it was the fash- 
ionable cow of the rich amateur farmers 
who could afford to pay hundreds of do!- 
lara for one of these elegant animals as an 
ornanienit to his Jawn and well-kept pas 
turés, aud for the supply of cream and but- 
ter for his domestic use. Gradually it be- 
came the fashion of those wealthy poraons 
to establish fancy dairies, and to make the 
' choicest quality of butter, which was put 
up in attractive forms for sale to consum- 
ers who could well afford to pay a dollar 
| per pound for a product which was cer- 
| tainly known to be clear, pure, and of the 
| most perfect flavor and appearance, It 
was a new departure in dairying, and has 
had a most beneficial influence in compel- 
| ling the makers of butter to follow tho ex- 
| ample setin this way, or inducing them 
| to do so, in the hope of securing higher 
wrices for their product. A wholly new 
Pasineas’ commonfy known as fancy but- 
tor making, has sprung up, and this has led 
to the extensive introduction of Winter 
dairying and a large variety of improved 
aparatus. It is a new instanvse of the im- 
provement in agricultural methods which 
has been brought about by the use~ of im- 
proved stock; and justas the Ayrshire 
| breed in Scotland, or the Dutch breed in 
Holland, induced a remarkable change for 
the better in the pastures and in the culture 
of tho soil,as well as in the farm buildings; 
and by reflection, as it wore, on the farm- 
ers themselves ; so the Jorsoy cow has revo: 
lutionized the buttor dairy, and haw im- 
proved it moro in the past ten yoars than

In the Apiary, 


Wim, B. Treadwell writes: Successful 
wintering of bees depends, toa great ex- 
tent, on their management this month. 
Late, unsealed honey is poor food for win- 
ter, and should never be used for feeding 
purposes. If extracting be continued late 
there is more or loss danger, unless full 
sealed combs have been set aside for this 
purpose ; otherwise the late unsealed honey 
may be extracted, and good sugar syrup be 
substituted. There are many locauties 
where fall flowers abound, and where the 
principal surplus of the year is gathered 
this month. In harverting fall honey, 
tho extractor is invaluable,for the bees will 
not store the honey in boxes whon combs 
must be built,nearly ao fast as in the brood 
chamber, where instinct teaches them it 
must be filled for winter. This is also a 
good month to introduce new blood into the 
apiary. Keep no queenless stock after this 
month, unless it is intended to introduce 
queens, in which case one or two combs of 
hatching brood from stocks that can best 
spare them should be inserted, in order to 
secure young bees for winter, If there are 
still surplus boxes on it is quite necessary 
to keep the capof the hive warm at night 
by artilicis! means, as the bees are very apt 
to leave boxes when the nights are cool, 
and thus retard their work to euch an 
extent’that we have mony ur finished boxes, 

Where the honey harvest ceased last 
month the bees may now be divided, 
giving them young queens. The honey flow 
of this month will enable them to get in 
good condition by the time they go into 
winter quarters. Where any stocks have 
old queens theseshould be destroyed and 
young queens introduced. With little care 
the supply of queens can be kept on hand. 
At this time of the year, should feeding be 
necessary for this purpose, feed as fast as 
possible, unless it is desired to stimulate 
rood rearing, when the entrance feeder 
may be used with good effect.

IMPERIAL RECIPROCITY. 


Having ina late isaue given a summary 
of that part of Mr. McGour’s pamphlet 
which treats of commercial union with the 
United States attended with discrimination 
against the British Empire, we now propose 
to state his proposal for an Imperial Reci- 
procity either with or without Imperial 
Federation. On this subject we prefer to 
let Mr, McGoun speak for himself, merely 
premising that, although favoring free trade 
in principle, he is not possessed with the 
Cobden craze which effected the reversal 
of Britain's traditional commercial policy 
in 1846, After haying shewn *‘that it would 
be detrimental to our agricultural. shipping, 
railway, importing and other trade interests 
to purchase commercial union with the Unit- 

ed States at the expense of trammelling our 
trade with other countries,” he goes on to 


say: 

But I have now to point out to you the 
possibility of arrangement being made by 
which we shall have a distinct advantoge in 
the markets of every county in the British 
Empire. A new economic school has arisen 
in England,advocating that trade within the 
Empire should be placed upon more favor- 
able terms than trade with foreign nations, 
with a possible exception in favor of those 
nations that are willing to grant reciprocal 
trade advantages to the whole Empire. Jn 
addition to the Fair Trade League, which 
has been interesting public opinion in Eog- 
land for some years, there has been started 
recently an organization called the British 
Union, with its headquarters at Manchester, 
with the avowed object of bringing about a 
readjustment of the tariff in the mother 
country 80 a8 to impose duties upon imports 
from foreign countries, leaving the markets 
open to the colonies ; expecting that in re- 
turn the colonies will, whi'e retaining the 
right to contro! their own tai:fls, make a 
concession. in favor of the other countries 
in the Empire as compzred with foreign na- 
tions. The London, Sheffield and Glasgow 
Chambers of Commerce have pronounced in 
favor of the policy, and possibly some oth- 
ers that I have not heard of. The orgen 
ot the milling interests, 7he Miller, has de- 
clered in its fayor,—the whole agricultural 
interest, landowner, tenant and agricultu- 
ral laborer, is directly interested in its 
adoption, in order that, to some extent at 
least, the competition of foreign nations in 
breadstuffs and all other farm produce may 
be diminished. Lord Salisbuiy considera 
that such a policy would give England a 
lever to negotiate better with foreign na- 
tions upon commercial matters, and has 
written that he would not consider such a 
policy ‘‘Protection.” Lord Carnarvon, the 
framer of our Confederation Act, has ex- 
pressed himself as convinced that England 
will be forced to adopt such a measure if 
she is to retain her commercial supremacy. 
The signs of the times are overy day becom- 
ing more and more marked that such a pol- 
icy will very soon be forced upon the atten- 
tion of the rulers of the country. England 
is becoming more and more democratic ; 
eveiy democratic nation besides her has 
adopted a protective policy ; and it has been 
only by bribing the working people with 
exemption from the income tax, that they 
have been prevented from resorting long 

ago to retaliatory measures against the pro- 
tective duties of foreign and even of colo- 
nial countries, 

During a recent visit to England [ came 
in contact with a large number of the moat 
prominent and promising young political 

eaders, Conservatives, Liberal-Unionists, 
Gladstonian-Liberals and Radicals, some of 
the ablest and most far-seeing young men 
of a!l shades of politics, men who have given 
careful attention to the study of the politi- 
cal problems that have to be worked out by 
the coming generation, but who are free 
from the blind historical reverence for the 
great free trade movement of 1846: and ] 
found a general disposition among them vo 
give favorable consideration to some such 
poly as this: the imposition of a uniform 
mperial duty on imports from every foreign 
nation into every country of the Empire, 
to be levied on manufactures, op articles of 
food, including breadstuffs, and on such raw 
materials of manufactures as can easily be 

roduced in sufficient quantities within the 

mpire ; this uniform imporial duty to be 
independent of existing teriffs, each coun- 
try to continue in other respects to haye 
free trade or protection as it chose, and to 
reguiate its tariff as it saw fit, subject only 
to this restriction: thet no lower rato of 
duty should be charyed on imports from 
avy foreiga natfon than on the same arti- 
cles imported from every part of the British 
Empire. 

We do not at present propose to discuss 
this project further than to say that it seems 
to us to possess several moritorious features. 
The time may possibly come when it wil 
assume a practical shapo. When that time 
comes wé will carefully consider it in the 
light of Canadian interests.

Whilst-no one could reasonably expect 
that the condition of our streets would nog 
be temporarily atlected in an injurious way 
by the laying of the pipes for the water 
works, yet the condition in which some of 
our avenues have been left is simply dis- 
graceful—probably dangerous. We refer 
particularly to Hotel; Ann, Charles and 

Dundas Streets, on which the material that 

was excayated is heaped up to sucha height 

as to render driving thereon dangerou¥ 
after dark. A portion of Dundas Street is 
worst of all, as the road has been ripped up 
by the gas company as well as by the water 
works company, and there are two heaps of 
earth instead of one,as on the other streets, 
_todrive over, Wipteris near at hand, 
and as the streets named, and others as 
well, will be doubly dangerous after the 
snow has fallen, therefore the public inter- 
est demands that the surface of those high- 
ways shall be brought as near to a level as 
is desirable. If this work is the duty of 
the Company they should be called upon 
to do it within a reasonable time; if, by 
the arrangement made with the Company, 
the Corporation have assumed the work, 
then itis incumbent upon them to carry 
out the undertaking without delay. 
Further, the company have allowed a 
large quantity of clay which was used in 
their coffer-dam at the lower bridge to re- 
main in theriver for the next freshet to 
sweep down into the harbor, upon the 
dredging of which a very large amount of 
money is: being expended, The stone 
which was used in the coffer-dam also re- 
mains in the river and forms a shallow 
where previously’there was deep water, 
thus increasing the danger of a flood, 
whether from the breaking up of ice in the 
spring or the formation of anchor ice in 
winter. The money spent in deepening 
the harbor will be money wasted if the 
virtual damming of the river at the lower 
bridge be permitted. We trust, now that 
their attention has been called to the mat- 
ter, that the company will take the neces- 
sary steps. If they donot, it will become 
the duty of ourcivic authorities to take ac- 
tion in the premises. 

“Woe write, it is hardly necessary to say, 
in no spirit of hostility to the Company or 
to any person connected with them. Mr, 
Shannon, their superintendent, and every 
man in their employment, have shown the 
greatest desire to inconvenience the public 
as little as possible, and their work has 
‘been, generally speaking, done in a most 
satisfactory manner, but they—if they are 
responsible—have not been particular 
throughout, We are aware that they are 
at present bending all their energies— 
working night and day—to secure the com- 
pletion of such portion of their system as 
will enable them to commence operations 
by the Ist of December. But the season is 
now so far advanced that delay in connec- 
tion with the matters roferre.l to is positive- 
ly dangerous. Hence we urge immediate 
action in respect of the matters reforred to.

Make a Note ot Ir, 

Will Commercial Unionists kindly make 
a note of the following statement from tho 
Chicago Tribune : 

‘There ia no prospect of any reciprocity 
treaty being agreed upon that denies to our 
Government the right to change its tariff 
whenever it chooses, either up or down, 
If the Canadian people regard control of 
the rates of duties to be leyied under a 
reciprocity treaty as of more importance to 
them than Commercial Union, there is not 
much likelihoood of any trade arrangement 
being made. It seems reasonable that the 
party havinga nine tenths share of the 
stock would have the decisive voice in 
determining the policy to be pursued. It 
would be contrary to all: rules of business 
for one-tenth to have an equal yoice with 
the nine-tenths in fixing the rates of duties 
or of vetoing the action of the majority 
partner.

Obituary, 
MKS HENKY DENYES. 

Mrs, Henry Denyes,whose maiden name 
was Maud Chapman, daughter of Wom. and 
Hester Chapman, of the 8th con. of the 
Township of Thurlow, aod sister of the 
Rev. J. A. Chapman, M.A.,, of the Toronto 
Conference, was born on the 20ch of Feb., 
1859, and died on the 5th of Oct., 1887. 
Very early in life, and largely, no doubt, 
through the influence of a Christian home, 
this sainted woman manifested a concern 
in spiritual things, and when but 13 years 
of age, through the preaching of the Rey. 
Silas Huntington, she embraced *‘' the 
principles of the doctrine of Christ, '' the 
which she beautifully adorned until the day of 
her death, by the living of a godly life. And 
hers was a life that tells,for it was a practi- 
cal life—a life of active toil in behalf of the 
cause of truth, Shortly after her conver- 
sion she became a teacher in theS. S., 
where she was grandly instrumental for 
good, ForS years she served as organist 
in both church and school, was a mission 
ary collector for a number of years, and io 
many other waysshe nobly assisted in the 
work of the church ; and in all that she did 
she was characterized by a lively and cheer- 
ful heart, Rarely, if ever, has the Chris- 
tian religion been more successfully ex- 
hibited than in the life of sister D., and 
in relation to death, she triumphed over 
it through Christ. She didn’t want to die, 
indeed she wanted to live, was especially 
apxious to Jive, not because she feared to 
die, but for the sake of her husband and 
their little ones. She loved both, she lov- 
ed her home, and under at all favorable 
circumstances she thoroughly enjoyed life ; 
hence she wanted tolive. She fairly beg 
ged to live, but she could not, so severe 
was the stroke.

The November Meteors. 


On or about November 14th anumber of 
meteors may be seen, radiating from a 
point in the constellation Leo, and for this 
reason cilled Leonids. Their presence in 
the sky is as easily accounted for as the 
movements of the planets. They belong 
to animmense eclipse or meteor-zone,one 
extremity resting on the earth’s orbit and 
the other stretching out beyond the orbit 
of Uranus, The moeteor-zone consists of a 
swarm of particlos following Tomple's 
comet in its orbit and making a revolution 
in about 33 years. The meteoroids are not 
equally distributed through tho orbit, the 
thickest portion extending along one 
fifteenth of the orbit, The earth plunges 
through the zone about November Ll4. The 
meteors encountered are set on fire by the 
concussion and deacend in showers through 
the earth’s atmosphere, In ordinary years, 
like the present, the display is small, but 
a fow may always bo seon. When tho oarth 
meets, once in 33 years, tho thickest part 
of the swarm, 4 grand display takes place. 
The heavens seem to be on fire, and 
hundreds of meteors fall from the skies 
every minute. The last great shower oc- 
curred in 1866 67,and the pext may be 
expected in 18, It is well to be on the 
watch for these little bodies, for an un- 
usually large shower ot Leonids may occur 
whon least oxpected,

Tho first resolution purposes to transfor 
the veto power from the Federal authority 
to the Queen-in Council, i. o., from Ottawa 
to Eogland, and to leave the provinces is 
the epjoymont of the exclusive right v 
legislation on tho matters assigned to them, 
subject only to this Imperial disallowanoe. 

The second resolution recommends the 
adoption of an expeditious mode of obtain- 
ing a decision from London in cases whore 
tho Federal and Provincial jurisdiction may 
threaten to clash. 

The noxt resolution of importance 16 that 
relating to the Senate. The conference 
proposes that henceforth vacancies in the 
Sonate shall be filled as thoy arise by tho 
provinces, until one-half the mombers of 
the Chamber are provincial nominees. 
When that condition of things has been 
reached, the Federal Government shall re 
sume its nominating power, appointing 
successors to its own nominees, whilst the 
provinces do likewise. But in each case 
the senators are to be appointed, not for 
life, but only for a limited term of years. 
The renolutions do not deal with the mode 
of selection to be pursued by the provinces; 
but no doubt the senators will be chosen 
by the legislatures. 

Another importan 


Toronto 


t resolution is the sixth, 
dealing with the withdrawal by the Do- 
minion of railways built under provincial 
jurisdiction. The confereace proposes that 
the provinces should resume urisdiction 
over these roads, and that the jurisdiction 
of the Dominion should be confined to 
works that are actually itsown. 

The seventh resolution deals with the 
Franchise. It is proposed that we should 
revert to the provincial franchise, the Do- 
minion Act of 1885 to be annulled, The 
fourteenth resolution provides that the pro- 
vinces must pass insolvency legislation un- 
til such time as the Dominion takes over 
the whole subject to itself. The fifteenth 
provides that the Lieutenant-Governors 
shall be clothed with the power of pardon- 
ing in the case of fines or other penalties 
imposed under provincial statutes. : 

The seventeenth resolution deals with 
the financial arrangements between the 
provinces and the Dominion. Briefly atat- 
ed, it provides for an increase of about a 
million and ahalf in the provincial sub- 
sidies, increasing them to a total of $4,- 
670,440. 

The conference also passed a resolution 
in favor of ‘‘unrestricted reciprocity” —the 
character of which they were very careful 
not to define—of trade with the United 
States, and another condemning the dis- 
allowance of the Red River Valley Railway 
bill, which latter was opposed by the repre- 
sentatives of New Brunswick. 

The effect of the resolutions, if carried 
out, would be to weaken to an intolerable 
degree the central Government and to set 
up a number of sovereign provinces loosely 
bound together—to nullify, in fact, the 
idea which brought about confederation. 
The same idea was fought out in the Unit- 
ed States, and Canada will: doubtless have 
a struggle on the subject ; but our bate 
will be aconstitutional one, and if it be 
inevitable, it may as wellcome now as at 
any other time. 

The inconsistency of the gentlemen who 
composed the conference—all of whom, 
except two, were Grits—is quite in keep- 
ing with the record of their party. They 
denounce **Downing Street rule” and cry 
out that English statesmen do not under- 
stand our interests, yet they propose to 
transfer the yeto power to England. 
They grumble unceasingly over the 
annual expenditure of the Dominion, 
and propose to add amillion anda half 
of dollars per annum to that expenditure, 
They shout for free trade and condemn our 
tarilf as too high, and (if we understand 
them correctly) declare In favor of adding 
12 per cent. to our tariff against all the 
world except the United States. And, to 
show how reasonable their demands are, 
they propose to lessen the annual revenue 
of the Dominion by $7,000,000, and to add 
to the annual expenditure of the country 
by $1,500,000 —a paltry addition of $8,500,- 
000 to the burdens of the people, in every 
year. And yet, these gentlemen—except 
those trom Ontatio and Manitoba—declared 
most solemnly that the people of their prov- 
inces are taxed as hoavily as they can bear | 

The Deminion Government will no doubt 
consider the proposals in a liberal spirit, 
but the probability is that the matter will 
have to be fought out before the Imperial 
authorities on appeal from the Provinces, 


MR. BLAKE, 


It is rumored ‘that the Hon. Edward 
Blake will enter the British Parliamont as 
the Home Rule representative of an Irish 
constituency. If so, it will be but another 
of Mr. Blake's mistakes. Mr. Blake's 
frionds predict if the report be true he wil 
cut a large igurein the Imperial Parlia- 
mont and do honor to Canada, Mr. Blake 
is po doubt an able man, but the ‘old 
folks at home” would see a really great 
Canadian statesman if Sir John ontored 
their legislative body. SirJohn, however, 
cannot be spared, as Canada has need of 
his services. Mr. Blako would not, on the

ed by ropes. The Lieutenants have been 


order with loaded rifles and fixed biyonets 
and have been especially instructed to hold 
their positions, no matter what happens, 
until they receive orders from their super- 
ior officers. The objects of the orders are 
these: ‘‘The men will be in open order so 
that ifthey are attacked, especially with 
bombs, the execution will not beso great, 
waile at the same time the police will be able 
to return the fire with greater effect and 
lesg danger to themselves, and in case of 
a tack they will not break, but hold their 
positions until reinforced or called back. 
A police official said in speaking of arrange- 
ments that the Ohief s desire in case of at- 
tack wasto keep the police from being 
thrown into confusion, If this could be 
prevented they need not fear any mob. 
The entire force will be held in the position 
described until as late in the day as may be 
thought wise, The members of the police 
department not on duty at the jail will be 
held in reserve at the various stations in 
readiness to mass at any pointat a mo- 
ment’s notice, except a very few, who will 
be out on post.

AN INCORRECT ASSUMPTION. 

The Montreal Witness remarks, apropos 
of the ‘‘unrestricted reciprocity” resolution 
passed by the Interprovincial Conference : 

While not in itself.an official body the 
Provincial Conference is a body composed 
of official representatives of the people of 
the five great provinces, aud direotly re- 
sponsible to them for every one of their 
official actions. Their action in this mat- 
tor is equivalent to a declaration that tho 
provinces of Canada are strongly in favor 
of unrestricted reciprocity, and until the 

ious legislatures refuse to endorse this 

tion of their leaders, no sophistry can de- 
prive it of its importance. If, therefore, 
the Fishery Commission can agree upon 
complete reciprocity of trade between the 
two countries, they have very good reason 
for supposing that such a settlement of the 
fishery difficulties would be highly accept- 
able to the people of Canada. 

The conclusion to which our contempor- 
ary hascome is unwarranted. On local 
issues, itis true, the provinces of Ontario, 
Quebec, Nova Scotia and New Brunswick 
are at present Grit, but British Columbia 
and Prince Edward Island are Conservative. 
On Dominion issues all the provinces, ex- 
cepting Prince Edward Island, are Conser- 
yative. Now as all questions affecting trade 
and commerce pertain to the Dominion, it 
is quite evident that gentlemen who. were 
not elected by the people to deal with such 
matters cannot express the opinions of 
their constituents with regard there- 
to. The only persons authorized to 
express public opinion upon Domin- 
ion matters are the members of the Domin- 
ion Parliament. Such being the case, one 
might, with a much greater show of reason 
than characterizes the Witness’ contention, 
claim that the provinces are, by a very large 
majority, opposed to the project. As,how- 
ever, the question did not enterinto the 
canvass in the late general election, we do 
not careat present to claim anything fur- 
ther than what the facts fully warrant, 
namely that the Provincial Ministers and 
Legislatures do not represent the opinions 
of our people in matters beyond their juris- 
diction and which pertain to the Dominion 
Parliament. When that body, after a gen” 
eral election in which the speculative pro- 
ject has formed an issue, declare in favor 
of ** unrestricted reciprocity,” and not until 
then, can it be justly or truthfully said that 
the provinces of Canada favor the scheme,

The Smallest Circus inthe World, 


BY C, F, HOLDEN, 
| In a former number of St. Nicholas the 
| largest oirous ln the world was described, 
and the curious animal actora were shown 
in many of their tricks and performances, 
We now wish to exhibit another circus, the 
smallest in the world, the performers in 
which, numbering several hundreds, could 
all be carried about in a cherry-stono—in 
fact, a circus of fleas, of such remarkable 
intelligence that in their various feats they 
were quite equalto many of the larger 
trained animals with which we are familiar, 

But before showing what the flea can do, 
lot us look at its antecedents. We know 
that itisa wingless fly,—a cousin to the 
house-flies on one side, and to the crane- 
flies on the other; and a more kuightly- 
looking little creature you cannot possibly 
imagine. Under the microscope we see 1b 
covered with arich polished armor resemb 
ling tortoise shell The head is small, and 
supports two antenna, or feelers, composed 
of five joints, and between these is the pro- 
boscis, a terrible affair, Upon close exam- 
ination with a powerful glass, what an ar- 
ray of piercing and cutting blades are seen, 
—long, narrow, transparent knives, each 
edge armed with a powerful row of glisten- 
ing points that extend outward and then 
are hooked backward! These are known 
as the mandibles, and fit closely together, 
concealing another ond smaller blade that 
has a similarbutasinglerow of points, Besides 
all this, there aro two, cutting-blades ; 
the uuder edges are as sharp as sharp can 
be, while the upper are thick and set with 
bristles. Do you wonder then that the 
flea is so sharp a biter ¢ 

On its armored head are two large eyes ; 

and the entire body is seen to be made up 
ofa series of elastic armor-like bands 
wonderfully jointed, and armed with 
bristling spines‘like the steel points on the 
armor of olden times. ‘The legs are six in 
number, jointed in so remarkable a manner 
that they can be folded up one within 
another. When the flea makes its pro- 
digious leaps, these six legs all unfold at 
once, hurling the little fellow high into the 
air. 
The baby flea is produced from a minute 
egg that in six days hatches into a tiny 
worm. In about ten days, the worm 
changes into achrysalis,and in twelve days 
tnore it appears a perfect flea, ready for 
warfare upon anything or anybody. 

Who first discovered that the flea was 
susceptible to education and kind treat- 
ment is not known ; but the fact remains 
that on their small heads there is a think- 
ing cap capable. of accomplishing great 
results, In the selection of fleas for train- 
ing, however, the same care must be taken 
as with human beings, as the greatest 
difference isfound in them, Sone are 
exceedii gly apt scholars, while others never 
canl eara, and so it is that great numbers 
of fleas are experimented with before a 
troupe is accepted. The Flea Circus here 
described was exhibited a few yeurs ago 
and was composed of about two hundred of 
the most distinguished and intelligent fleas 
in the entire flamily. 

One of the firat lessons taught the flea is 
tocontrol its jumping powers, for if its 
great leaps should be taken in the middle 
of a performance, there would be a sudden 
ending to the circus. To insure against 
such a misfortune, the student flea is first 
placed in a glass phial, and encouraged to 
jump as much as possible. Every leap 

ere made brings the polished head of the 
flea against the glass, hurling the insect 
back, and throwing it this way and that, 
until, after a long and sorry experience,and 
perhaps many head-aches, it makes up its 
mind never to unfold its legs suddenly 
again. When it has proven this by refus- 
ing to jump in the open air, the first and 
most important lesson is complete, and it 
joins the troupe, and is daily harnessed 
and trained, until, finally, it is pronounced 
ready to go on the stage or in the ring. 

Tho famous Flea Circus was placed on 
an ordinary table, and resembled in size 
and shape a. common dinner plate. A_rim 
several inches ‘high encircled the outer 
edge, and around the circle stood a number 
of small wooden boxes—the houses of the 
performers, and the stables for their 
carriages. The signal deing given, the 
audionce, consisting of one human being, 
would take in hand the large magnifying 
glass, hold it over the rirg, and the perfor- 
mance would begin. At the word of com- 
mand from the director, a very jolly, red- 
faced old gentleman, armed with a pair of 
pincers, a tiny trap-door in one of the 
wooden houses sp:angtopen and a number 
of fleas filed out, They passed around the 
circle in a dignified manner, appearing 
through the glass about as large as wasps 
or bees. Each flea had a gold cord about 
its waist, and this was the grand 
entry always seen at the circus. 
Having completed the circuit, they 
returned to their quarters,and the perform- 
ance proper commenced. Five fleas, each 
adorned with a different color, stepped from 
another house,and after running about here 
and there, and being admonished by the 
director, ranged themselves ina line,and at 
tke word ** go |’ started on a rush around 
the circle ; running into each other, rolling 
over and over, and making frantic leaps 
over oneanother. Only after half the course 
had been gone over, did they move in regu- 
lar order and strive fairly for the goal. In 
another momenta large flea would have 


| won the race had not two laggards almost at 
tho last inatant,as if mado reckless by their 


evident risk of defeat, taken a deaporate leap 
aud landed far beyond the winning-post. 
Forthwith they weretaken upin the pincers, 
and mens in solitary confinement ina glass 
phial, where it was supposed they had 
loarned not to jump. 

A dance was next announced and at a 
signal from the manager they came tumbl- 
ing out from the third house probably the 
most ludicrous band of performers over 
witnessed. Hach dancer was in full ro 
galia, like the ladies who ride tho padded 
horses in the regular circus, their dresses 
of tissue paper boing ornamented with 
purple, gold, and red hues. Tho glass was 
placed in position, the spectators looked 
through it, the pertormers were lifted up 
by the pincers, and the dance began—a 
mixture of the Highland fling, the sailor's 


horppipe, and a ‘regular’ broak down, 
The little creatures bobbed up and down, 
pow on one claw, now on all six, hopping, 
loaping, bowing, and soraping, moving for- 
ward aud back, bumping into one another, 
now Up, Now down, until they seemed nt 
terly oxbausted and several that had fallen 


down, and were kept by their voluminons 
skirts from getting up, had to be carried off 
| by tho aid of the ever ready pincers, 
| Next came a hurdle race, Hurdles of 
thin silver Wire were arranged, over which 
two floas were supposdd to leaps Oue,

wire runners, a trotting sulky, evidently 
made from hair or bristles, and other gor- 
goous equipages, The tally-ho team of

Farm Matters 


FLavox von Pouvurty,—In England a 
very tine flavor is imparted to the flesh of 
fattening turkeys by feeding them, in con- 
inement, with cooked food in which chop- 
ped sweet horbs, like parsley, have been

Winter apples are not included | 
in this, These will generally keep until | 
cold weather, when there is a better de- | 
mand for them, but late summer and early | 
fall apples are always difficult to dispose of | 
prefitably. 

Sweer Arrces ror Winter Use.—The | 
American habit of eating fruit chiefly in pie 
has made acidity almost an essential quality | 
of apples to make them salable, Pie is | 
not healthful food for persons of weak | 
digestion, aud there is a growing liking for 
fruit in other forms. Baked apples are all 
the better for being sweet, and lacking only 
the lard-flavored crust of the fully-develop 
ed pie, they are far moro digestible, and to | 
most persons quite as palatable. Sweet | 
apples are not largely grown ; but the supply | 
is proportionately betterthan the demand 
and they can usually be bought at leas fier 
barrelthan Bald wins, Greenitigs or Northern 
Spies. The Tallman Sweet is the kind most | 
grown, but except for special uses it is not | 
the best. It cooks tough, and for doing up 
with boiled cider asa preserve is just tho 
thing, because the quarters retain their form 
and do not fall to pieces. But this tough 
ness for a baking apple is not quite 80 
agreeable. Tho Pound Sweot bakes tender 
and is sweeter than the Tallman Sweoting. 
But it is not easy to keep the Pound Sweet | 
pust January or February, except in cold | 
storage. The Green Sweet will keep some- 
what later. It is an excellent cooker and 
vory prolific,as also is the Pound Sweeting. 
We need some new varicties of swoot 
apples that will bake tondor and keep until 
April or May, with fair care. Probably whon 
there is sufljciont demand for fong-keeping 
swoet apples auch varieties will bo dovolop- 
od, Or thore may be such now, little known

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ANOTHER PROP GONE. 


One by one the props which have sur. 
tained Mr. Wiman’s commervial annexa- 
tion project are being knocked from unde 
it, and the time seems to be very near at 
hand ‘when the edifice which the New 
York speoulator has been at such pains to 
erect on an inguflicient foundation will 
tumble about the ears of himself and his 
pupils, afterthe manner of the Budden- 
soik death-traps in the city of his residence. 

The first prop to go was his absurd and 
untruthful representation as to eggs and 
chickens. 

Next—and it wasa great prop and its 
removal gave fair warning to all to * stand 
from under "—was the exposure, by the 
British Commissioner, of the falsity of 
Mr. Wiman’s assumption that Britain 
would consent to discrimination by Canada 
against her manufactures and merchandise 
and the removal of all duties from those of 
the United States. 

Thirdly came Prof. Goldwin Smith's 
repudiation of Mr. Wiman’s assertion, on 
which he had builded with confidence, as 
to the *‘helpless and hopeless” condition 
of our farmers, who have been shown by 
official reports, issued by the Government 
of the United States, to be in a much bet- 
ter condition financially than the agricul- 
turists of that country. 

Fourthly, the prop given by the wonder- 
ful saving that was to be effected by the 
abolition of the custom houses along bor- 
ders, has been knocked into smithereens 
by a friendly hand, This was one of Mr, 
Wiman's favorite allegations, and he never 
tired of enlarging upon it, 1n his address 
before the New York Board of Trade, the 
Yankee-Canadian boomer of the project 
said ‘‘It swept out of sight all custom 
houses.” In his famous. * helpless and 
hopeless” letter to Mr. Valancey E, Fuller 
heurged: ‘‘That the day on which this 
**line is broken down—this long barbed 
** wire fence is removed---will be a blessed 
“‘day forthe farmers of Canada, no one 
“‘ who knows their present condition can 
**doubt,” and in the ocarefully written 

speech which he read at Detroit, he de- 
clared that his project was based on the 
proposition that ‘t between the two coun- 
“‘ tries of North eprrin the customs wall 
““should be completely obliterated.” But 
now his pet boomer, Mr. Rielite Edgar, 
contemptuously tells him that his prop was 
a delusion—that Canada cannot agree to a 
uniform customs tariff with the United 
States ; that the custoni-houses cannot be 
abolished—that, in short, the schemo of 
commercial annexation, as proposed by 
Wiman and Butterworth, ia but a dream. 
Edgar speaks from the depths of his own 
experience ; he has aounded public feeling 
in.Canada, and he is right to the extent to 
which we have quoted him. 


THEY CAN'T AGRE. 

As we have shown, in previous issues, 
the advocates of the speculative project 
cannot agree amongst thomselvess They 
differ as to its political effect andas to the 
material reasons why it should:be accepted, 
The leading propagandists contradict then.- 
selves by, when in the United States, giv- 
ing reasons which ought to cause its rejao- 
tion by Canada, and when in Canada, tho 
grounds upon which they urge its adoption 
by cur people ought to cause its rejection 
by the United States. Worse still, thoy 
cannot agree amongst themselves as to the 
easentials of such portions of their scheme 
as they have ventured to outline. For ex- 
ample, Mr, Wiman said (one of his many 
utterances to the same offect) at Detroit 

A commercial union between the United 
States and Canada under the terms of the 
Bill introduced by Mr. Butterworth, it is 
believed can be safely inaugurated by the 
adoption by Canada of a tariff uniform with 
that of the United States ; in other words, 
that as against all the rest of the world, the 
same rates of duty ahold be ¢ ollected by Can 
ada as are now levied by the United States, 
while between the two countries of North 
America the customs wall should bo obli- 
terated. This proposition would imply 
that | oods imported from England, or tho 
outside world, into Halifax, St, John, 
Montreal, or Toronto, or anywhero olse in 

the Dominion, should pay procisely the 
same rates of duty as if imported at Boston 

Now York, Philadelphia, Chicago, or olae. 
whore in tho United States, Further, that 
not only would the duties on foreign goods 
imported Into any part of North America 
be procisoly tho samo, but that no duties 
whatever would be levied on A merican 
goods imported into Canada, nor none 
whatever on Canadian goods imported into 
the United States.

To many the right of the United States Von

United States point of view, To Cana- 
dians the proposition to part with the power 
to regulate their tarifl'is an objection which 
it is difticult to meet. «This is especially so 
in view of the nocessitios of revenue aris 
ing out of the growth of the public debt of 
the Dominion compared with tho ateady 
reduction in the public debt of the United 
States. The United States tariff is otill, 
however, higher than that of Canada by an 
average perhaps of ten pe cont., aud if it 
should be agrood to pool receipts from both 
countries, and divide in proporsion to po- 
pulation, Canada would bo as well off in re- 
venue assho now is ; and in view of the re 
latively small proportion to u h ich she would 
be entitled (comparing 5 millions to 60 mil 
lions of people) aie might well afford lo lake 
her chances as tothe futere effects of tarif/ 
legislation withauch atatos as Michigan, 
Ohio, New York, and Vermont, having 
conditions in climate, product, and pursuit 
of such similarity. It may be possible 
to convince Canadians that they can afford 
to take such a chance, in view of the great 
advantages that would tlow to them from 
an open market among sixty millions of 
people, and the possibilities growing out of 
the development of their country, and it 
may be that some mode may bo discovered 
whereby the difliculty may be obliterated. 

lt having becamo evident, from recent 
events, that it is, aa Mr. Wiman foresaw, 
‘Simpcasible lo convince Canadians that 
they ean efford to teke such a chance,” and 
that, the bait which, in the samo speech 
he held out to the Yankees, namely, that, 
under his scheme, * the United States would 
‘become the Mecca to which turns the 
“trade of the entire continent,” the notori- 
ous Rielite Edgar, M. P., (who is of course 
a commercial annexationist) comes to the 
front and confutes the chief propagandist 
on this vital point, In an ‘open letter” 
to Mr, Wiman, Edgar says : 

‘The advocates of comiorcial union 
have made frequent use of an expression 
which has been seized upon by oppononts 
as disclosing a fatal objection to the schemo, 
We are often told that unrestricted reci- 
procity would sweep uway all the custom 
houses upon the frontier, If that were to 
be done it seems clear for several reasons 
that we would have tu agreo upon @& uni- 
form customs tariff with the United States 
against the rest of the world, Jn other 
words the entire tariff legislation of both 
countries would be brought to a standstill 
during the duration <f the treaty, and it is 
scarcely conceivable that either Canada or 
the United States could arrive at a satis- 
factory uniform tariff to last for that 
period,” 

This, coupled with Mr. Wiman’s ownad- 
mission, settles that part of the plan; for 
Edgar has learned that the people of Can- 
ada would never take any ‘‘ chances” with 
the country which has been guilty of the 
red line map fraud, the Alabama award 
steal and the fish can awindle, even if Great 
Britain were disposed to allow untrammeled 
action in the premises, 


When Mr. Wiman and his subordinates 


have something possible to propose—somoe- 


thing upon which they can agree—we will 
be prepared to discuss it. Meantime they 
are killing their project more rapidly? aud 
more surely than any of its opponents 


could do,

AN INTEMPERATE ADDRESS, 


In other columns we present a report of 
the attack upon our public school system 
which wes made by Bishop Cleary in a re- 
cont speech at Napanee. That His Lord- 
ship, viewing matters with a prejudiced eye, 
has been intemperate in his language, there 
can be no reasonable doubt, and his astate- 
ments have been strongly condemned by 
the Protestant press of the country, The 
following, from the Montreal Guzette, fairly 


voices the vpinion of the Protestants of 
Ontario : 


Bishop Clvary’s accusation of want of 
modesty in Canadian girls and women, 
couched in the strongest lauguage, will be 
indignantly resonted. We fear the worthy 
bishop has allowed his zeal to. run away 
with his discretion, for certainly the aweep- 
ing condemnation he passes is not justitied.

Tariff Decisions, 

Au imporant innovation has been recent 
ly approved of by the Minister of Customs, 
viz., to publish from month to month de-

Girls are trained to be bold and impudent, 
and without that modesty which we admire 
in the Virgin Mary, aud which should be 
the pride of woman.” 
THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS, 


Later in hie address bis Lordship, in 
referring to the unbroken succession of 
Popes to the chair of St Peter,said: **This 
isa matter of history, but which is not 
taught in the schools, History is not taught 
in our public schools. I have heard boasts 
of the splendid school systom of the coun- 
try, but I tell you such an ignorant system 
the world never saw before. Knowledge 
and principles which should be given to all 
the world are carefully concealed, while 
those things which ought to be taught and 
in which the young ought to be trained to 
preserve the modes y of girls, and to guide 
the young iu the path they should walk in 
are overlooked ds unnecessary,or unworthy 
of attention. There is in Canada 
such a barbarity of life as the world 
never saw, Women scream gnd roar 
in the cars and in the streets, Why, you 
are in danger of being knocked down by 
some rude, boisterous woman as she rushes 
about. inthe Public echools, girls be 
come so rude and so shamolessly immodest 
as to stare in the face of the men they 
meet in the streets. Our schools ought to 
be Coristianized. Putting young men and 
young girls together and allowing them to 
associate without restraint, as is done in 
the schools here, is an abomination which 
even pagans wou!d not tolerate, and which 
has led to the destruction of all fomale 
modesty.” 

His Lordship contrasted in vory caustic 
langusge the system in vague in this coun- 
try and that of the Old World, completing 
his remarks with an appeal to the young 
girls of his congregation to preserve their 
modesty as a priceless jewel.

tical life they will hardly rise to mediocrity, and 
there is now a stuffing and cramming system of 
education in the schools of our country that ie 
dreadful to the teachers who have to enforce it 
and destructive to the children who mnat aub. 
mut to its process. You find children at 9 or 10 
years Of age With school lessons only appropri. 
ate for children of 15. If children are kept in 
school and studying from 9 to 3 o'clock, no 
home study except music ought to be required 
of them: Six hours of study is enough for any 
child.

by tho mombors of the late Interprovincial 
conference on the subject of commercial 
union as emanating from a body essentially 
representative, was & blunder born of 
ignorance, Under tho circumstances, it 
was, a8 well, a gross and Offensive imperti- 
nence,as Mr. Chamberlain had pronounced 
against the project, and Mr, Wiman's 
counsel on the subject was not asked by 
tho Commissioner. 

Worse still for Mr, Wiman, the reso- 
lution was not passed by the conference, 
Hon. Mr, Blair, Promier of New Bruns 
wick, upon his return to Fredericton, wa® 
interviewed on the work of the conference, 
and in reply to the question, ‘‘ was any 
action taken on the question of commercial 
union,” said :— ‘ 

‘There was no action taken by the con- 
ferenco on that question, Individual mem- 
bers of it, 1 may say, took occasion to 
express their opinion in somewhat a formal 
manner, but as the subject was outside the 
scope of the conference itself, the public 
will understand that any view which may 
hav: |been given expression to, and which may 
shortly be made public, would necessarily 
be merely that of the members as individ- 
uals, not in their representative character 
at all,” 

It was under the circumstances related 
by Mr. Blair, remarks the Montreal Gacette, 
that the resolution bearing on commercial 
union found a place in the proceedings of 
the conference. The provincial represen- 
tatives spoke as individuals, not* for the 
Governments of which they are members, 
not for the Legislatures whose confidence 
they enjoy, not for the people to whom 
they are accountable for their official acts : 
they divested thomselyes of their represent- 
ative character when they approached 
the subject of commercial union, 
and pronounced an _ opinion just 
as valuable—but not one jot more so—as 
that of any dozen prominent gentlemen in 
any part of the country, 

If Mr. Wiman is not convinced, by the 
facts, that he has once more blundered, that 
he has made a laughing stock of himself 
and incurred the contempt of the gentle- 
man whom he impudefitly and ignorantly 
undertook to instruct and to lecture upon 
the duties of his high position, then the 
chief advocate of commercial ubion must 
have a hide thicker than that of a rhinocer- 
os. Mr, Wiman may be avery good busi- 
ness man, but he is not a statesman, not 
even a politician, because he is densely 
ignorant of public affairs and has not the 
tact to conceal his lack of knowledge. We 
cannot all of us do everything, and some of 
the gentleman's friends should point 
out to him this saying of the ancients— 
“* Nomina studtorum parietibus herent," 
which has a peculiar significance in hiscase.

tracted by the fascinations of East End 
social life, will return to his home with a 
heavy heart. There he will mind the baby 
while his wife seeks work ; or, if not entire- 
ly hopeless, he trudges wearily along the 
street searching in vain for permanent | 
work. But the greater part of the crowd | 
will lounge down the waterside and stand | 
outside the wharf and dock gates. As the 
day draws on, the more respectable element 
will disappear, while its place will be taken 
by the professional ‘‘cader” and lounger. A 
gentleman who has lived and worked in 
this district for twenty years estimates the 
number of dock und waterside loungers at 
2,000. These men would work at no price, 
They gain their livelihood by petty theft, 
by cadging the earnings of their working 
friends, through gambling or drink, and by 
charitable assistance, From all accounts I | 
very much fear that these are the recipients 
of the free breakfasts with which the well- 
to do West End in times of social panio 
soothes its own conscience and calms its own 
fears. But, apart from this semi-criminal 
class, the staple of the dock and waterside 
population subsisting by means of extreme 
fluctation andirregularity of employment 
is made up by those who are menta.ly or 
physically unfil for worthful and persistent 
work. These men hang about for the ‘todd 
hour” or work one day in the seven. The 
live on stimulants and tobacco. varied with 
bread and teaand salt fish, Their passion 
is gambling. Sections of them are heredi- 
tary casuals; a larger portion drift from the 
country. They have a constitutional hatred 
to regularity and forethought, and a need 
for paltry excitement. They are late 
risere, sharp-witted talkers, and, above all, 
they have that agreeable tolerance for their 
own andeach other’s vices which seems 
characteristic of a purely leisure class, 
whether it lies at the top or the bottom of 
seciety.—The Nineteenth Century.

Kiwi-kiwi is the creature's real name, but 
scientific men call it apteryx, which is a 
Greek word meaning wingleas, because, 
though a bird, it has no wings. This is ab- 
surd enough, but it doesnot satisfy the kiwi, 
who seems to have tried to beas unbirdlike 
as possible, and, in order to be so,has gone 
to very ridiculous extremes, It not only has 
no wings, but it has no tail—not even £0 | 
much asan apology for one, And, asif | 
that were not enough, it has no feathers 
worthy of the name. The quills are covered 
with soft down for about one-third of their 
| length and then are fringed with hairlike 

webs out tothe ends, which are aharply 
pointed, It is only as large as a common 
domestic fow],butut has much stronger and 
stouterand bigger feet. Of course you 
cannot be surprised tolearn that such a 
bird looks at first sight like a quadruped. 
It carries its head low and habbles along 
in a most uncouth fashion, moving along so 
swiftly when pursued, however, that it is 
very dinicult to capture this ridiculous bird. 
When it sleeps in the daytime —for nat- 
urally it is odd enough to choose the wrong 
time for sleeping—it rests its long bill on 
the ground and so makes itself Jook like a | 
strange sort of three legged stool. Most | 
other birds use their beaks or their wings 
or their spurs to fight with, but it would be 
foolish to expect any such natural proceed- 
ing from the kiwi, and, in fact, its plan of | 
fighting is to kick. lt is very fond of 
earth worms and one of its ways of procu- 
ring them is worthy of wo odd a bird. It

Tho monarch 
of the forest may for ages defy the fury of 
the blast, but the day is approaching when 
he too must succumb to the same inevitable 
law of nature. Countless generations yet 
unborn may contemplate with admiration 
and awe the waters of the great river as 
they fling themselves over the lofty preci- 
pice, displaying so impressive a syinbol of 
irresjstible power: but the rocks which 
vainly strove to stem the mighty stream 
will one day cease their warfare, and tho 
thunder of the waters will be hushed into 
silence, _ Nay, the everlasting hills, which 
for ages have reared their proud cresta to 
heaven in defiance of the warfare of the 
elements, and which we have been accus- 
tomed to associate inour minds with all 
that is endearing in nature, may one day, 
4s we gather from the teachings of science, 


constitute the bed of the ocean.—Good

the laws of social reserve and modesty and 
gontleness required for the Christian for-

Father McDonagh also alleges that 
the report of the Bishop's remarks is ao 
libel, because of the transfer of certain 
of the Bishop's words from the sentence in 
which they were spoken to some other con- 
nection in which they have a meaning no- 
wise intended by His Lordship. One sen- 
tence at the conclusion of the libellous 
document calls for special remarks because 
it may gofar to explain many of the in- 
congruities of manner censured by the 
Bishop. 

‘Putting young mon and young girls 
together and allcwing thom to ascociate 
without restraint, as is done in the echools 
here, isan abomination which eyen Pa- 
gans would not tolerate, and which has 
led to the destruction of all female modes- 
ty.’

TWO STORIES, 

Mr. Wiman has two stories to tell as to 
the benefits of his impossible _project—one 
for Canada and the other for the United 
States.

‘boon,’ and on # probable vast influx of 
capital from the neighboring country for 
the stimulation and enlargement of our 
existing manufacturing industries and the 
creation of new ones. 

In the United States he tells a very dif- 
ferent story. In his speech at Rochester 
on the 18th he said : 

Everything that Rochester had to sell 
development in Canada would mak. a 
market for, if the barriers were broken 
down. Everything that Canada had to sell 
Rochester could in its proportion handle, 
and handle with profit. 
w4 for Canada herself, without a close 
trade relation with this country, her future, 
though not hopeless, was remote in its 
great fulfilment. But with the barriers 
broken down betwoon herand her neigh 
bor, there is no estimating the leaps and 
bounds with which she would progross. 
This was because the United States is hor 
natural market on the one hand, while Oan- 
ada is the natural source of supply for the 
United States on the other, ‘That both 

would benefit by the closest trade relation, 
it is impossible to deny. 

That ia to aay, our neighbors would aup- 
ply us with manufactured goods, draw from 
us theirraw material and profit by pur- 
chasing our grain (at alower figure than 
prevails in the homo market) and by 
handling it. As he said at Detroit, ho be- 
loves ** That the United States would be. 
come the Mecca to which turns tho trade of 
the continent no one fora moment doubts." 
And that such is the object for which Mr 
Wiman is working no one who has watched 
his courso carefully for a moment doubts.

Commercial Treatios and the Fad 


Too Liberal party haa insisted for some

by Sic Charles Tupper tn the matter of the | 
negotiations with Spain, he being invested | 
with authority to treat direct with the 
Spanish Government and conolude a treaty 
of commerce betwoen that country and 
Canada, subject to the ratification of Great } 
Britain,upon whose might wo must rely for 
the enforcement of treaty rights. ‘There is 
vo question whatever of the value of this 


privilege of treating direct, which obviates 


the delays and circumlocution incidegtal 
to correspondence through the British Co 
lonial and Foreign Offices, and grea'ly 
heightons the prospect of a suc couaful oon 
clusion of negotiation ; nor of the advan- 
tage of having a power like England at our 
back to compwl respect for treaties It is 
worth while, therefore, considering for oa 
moment the bearing of commercial union 
upon this question of treaty power. What 
position, for example, would Canada oc- 
cupy towards countries having commer- 
cial conventions with the United States? 
Our neighbors have recently concluded a 
treaty with Spain by which special conces- 
sions are given to and special privileges ou- 
joyed by each of these countries in the mar 
ket of the other, including the Spanish 
West India Islands, and it would be inter- 
esting to learn whether Canada would sharo 
these privileges under commercial union. 
Our own impression is that she would not ; 
that foreign countries treating with the 
United States would decline to recognize and 
admit the right of Canada to enjoy the recip 
rocal privileges made with the U nited States 
In such an event our position would be- 
come intolerable, for on the one hand 
we should be compelled to adopt the 
American tariff on imports from these 
countries, and on the other be deprived of 
the advantage of the concessions on exports. 
Thus in the case of Cuba and Porto Rico, 
Canada haying no customs line against the 
United States, the products of these islands 
would enter the Dominion on the same 
terms as the United States, while in seek- 
ing a market for our surplus products 
we should be shut out from the special 
privileges extended to our neighbors by 
Cuba and Porto Rico, It may be 
answered that Canadian products could be 
exported from New York and Boston to 
these islands as American products and so 
rank on the same footing as the latter, but 
even if the Spanish Government did not 
provide protection against such a subter- 
fuge it is manifest that our anomalous posi- 
tion under commercial union would resid 
alarge part of our foreign trade throug 
Canadian sea-ports and divert it to ports 
of the United States. 

If on the other hand it is assumed that 
Canada, under commercial union, would 
participate in all the advantages of the 
commercial convention of the United States 
with other nations, it is evident that Brit- 
ish connection would be at an end. The 
right of negotiation of our own treaties 
would be lost, and we should be required 
to depend upon the American Government 
for the enforcement of any convention 
with a foreign country in the advan- 
tage of which we were made to share, in- 
ateadof upon the British Government. 
Such a condition of things is wholly in- 
compatible with the maintenance of 
British connection, and would not be tol- 
erated for a moment by the Home Govern- 
ment. Commercial union, therefore,would 
reduce Canada, while she retained her nom- 
inal independence, to the humiliating posi- 
tion of having parted with the right to 
negotiate her own commercial treaties; and 
of either being shut out from thé benefits 
of conventions arranged by the United 
States with foreign countries or of becom 
ing dependent on the American Govern- 
for the enforcement of such conventions. 
No sane man will believe that under these 
circumstances Canada could remain a part 
of the British Empire.—Montreal Gazette.

Lonpon, Nov. 20.—Tho steamor W, A 
Scholten, Capt. Teat, whioh left Rotterdam 
yostorday for Now York, was sunk by 4 ool 
linijun with the Rosa Mary, of 
Hartlepoo!, at cleven o'clock last uight,ten 
miles of Dover. The Scholten carried a 
complomont of 200 passengers and crow, 
Tho steamer Ebro, of Sunderland, resoued 
0 of the crew and passengers aud landed 
them at the Sailors’ Home, Dover 
hundred and forty of the passengers aro 
One passonger and a child of the 
party brought to Dover wore found 
from exposure, [tis hoped that passing 
vossols have rescued the missing ones, The 
W. A. Scholten’s masta aro visible from 
Dover pier. Boats have left Dover bound 

in all directions for the purpose of saving 

lifo and property, if posamble, Tho Rosa 

Mary is anchored off Ramsgate with her 

bows stove in. 

5 p. m.—Up to this hour 22 bodies from 
the W. A. Scholten have been landed at 
Dover. The W. A. Scholten loft Rotter 
dam Saturday morning. At tho time of 
the accident a dense fog prevailed. The 
Scholten was struck on the port bow by 
the Rosa Mary. Imniediately after th» 
shock was felt the Scholten’s passengers, 
all,of whom had rotired for the night, rush- 
ed on deck in their nightgowns. Tho boats 
were promptly ordered to be lowered, but 
it was found that only two were available. 
The three others were useless and were not 
lowered. The water rushed swiftly through 
the hole in the bow and a terrible 
scene ensued, The panic-strickon pass- 
engers uttered piercing shrieks, and 
many fell upon their knees and 
prayed aloud, Little children clung 
to their mothers, who themselvos were 
shrieking with terror The oflicers were 
cooland self possessed, and remained on 
the bridge to the last Several persons 
procured life preservers and leaped into the 
sea, Within tweuty minutes of the shock 
the Scholten was enzulfed. All those who 
had put on life belts floated and were re- 

scued by the boats of the steamer Ebro, 
which cruised around until four o'clock in 
the morning. Many of the rescued lost 
wives, husbands, brothers and sisters. The 
survivors were supplied with clothes and 
everything possible was done to ensure 
their comfort.

MR, CURTIS ON THE ENGLISH: SPEAKING NACE. 

In response to the toast, ‘*The English 
Speaking Race,” Mr, George William Cur- 
tis spoke as follows at the Chamber of 
Commerce dinner, New York, on Tuesday 
evening, 15th inst. : 

The sentiment which you have read, Mr. 
Chairman, describes in a few comprehensive 


words the historic characteristics of the | 


English-speaking race. That it is the 
founder of commonwealths let the miracle 
of empire which they have wrought upon 
the Western Continent attest. It has ad- 


vanced from the seaboard with the rifle and | 


the axe, the plough and the shuttle, a tea- 
pot and the Bible, a rocking chair and s 
spelling-book, a bath tub and a free consti- 
tution, sweeping across the Alleghanies, 
overspreading the prairies, and pushing on 
until the dash of the Atlantic in their ears 
dies in the murmur of the Pacific, and as 
whenever tha goddess of the old mythology 
touched the earth, flowers and fruits anawer- 
ed her footfall, so in the long trail of this 
advancing race it has left clusters of happy 
States teeming with a population, man by 
man, more intelligent and prosperous thau 
ever before the sun shone upon--and each 
remoter camp of that triumphal march is 
but a further outpost of English-speaking 
civilization. That it is the pioneer of 


progress is written all over the globe to the | 


utmost isles of the sea, and upon every 
page of the history of civil and religious 
and commercial freedom, Every factory

The truth of the saying that ‘* Good 
words are worth much and coat little,” is 
shown in the address on the subject of 
‘The English-Speaking Race,” which was 
Welivered by Mr. George William Curtis at 

he annual dinner of the New York Cham- 
of Commerce on the 15th inst. Mr, 
Curtis, who i the editor of Harper's Weekly, 
ia not only one of the most cultured and 
forcible writers amongst the literati of the 
New World, but he occupies a distinguish- 
ed place amongst the politicians of the 
United States, and as an orator he has won 
high distinction, On the occasion referred 
to Mr. Curtis spoke after Mr, Chamberlain, 
and, whilst his theme was a noble one, his 
speech—we are sure our readers will agree 
with us after perusing it in other columns 
of this day’s issue —was worthy of it. Elo- 
Yated in sentiment, picturesque in descrip- 
tion of the achievements of the great race 
to which we belong, and abounding in elo- 
quent passages, it must have charmed the 
hearer as it will delight the reader. Such 
an address from so eminent an American 
will do much towards bringing the kindred 
yeoples who speak the glorious mother- 
tongue under the golden influence of love 
founded upon mutual respect and apprecia- 
tion. There have been jealousies and mis. 
understandings between Great Britain and 


arms in resentment of what the colonists 
warred against as unconstitutional 
tyranny a century ago, and scheming 
politicians in the United States haye, as 
Mr. Curtis states, fanned and fostered 
them to secure their ends ; but the mother 
country has earnestly sought a reconcilia- 
tion,and that desire is not far from fruition.. 

We Canadians rejoice equally with our 
fellow-Englishmenof Great Britain and 
the United States over the inspiring mes- 
sage of peace and good-will which Mr. 
Curtis tendered to the representative of 
our. mother country. A comparatively 
amall portion numerically of the English- 
speaking race who inhabit this continent— 
long comparatively neglected—our country 
misrepresented as ‘‘a few acres of snow” 
—overshadowed, in a word, by the 
great nation to the south of our borders— 
we have at last, by the indomitable energy 
and patriotic persistency of our people, aid- 
ed by the wise and statesmanlike liberality 
of our Government, secured for ourselves 
recognition as the most progressive branch 
of our race and for our country universal 
acknowledgement of its unequalled fertility, 
whose‘vast expanso,is destined to becomethe 
home of millions "yet to be, and whose 
virtually illimitable wealth in natural re- 
sources, will add to the world’s wealth 
to an extent that is as yet beyond realiza- 
tion. 

We thank Mr, Curtis forhis noble and 
inspiring words, and with pardonable pride 
point to our Pacific, Grand Trunk, Inter- 
colonial and other railways, to our magnifi- 
cent system of public works—enterpriszes 
more vast and moro costly than were eyer 
before ventured upon by a nation so small 
in numbersand so deficient in acquired 
wealth—to our position as the fourth mari- 
time power in the world, to the record of 
our past twenty years under Confederation, 
and to thie evidences of prosperity and pro- 
gross on every hand, as evidence that Oan- 
ada has nobly done her part in working out 
the miracle of empire on this western con- 
tinent and that, side by side with our 
kinamen to the south, we standin the van 
of progress, and claim to be considered 
worthy upholders of thé historic character- 
istics of the English-speaking race. And 
if we add that in this comparatively young 
aud sparsely sottled country is to be found 
the highest exemplification of liberty under 
law which the world has yet witnessed, those 
who are best qualified to speak will be the 

firat to support the lofty allegation.

Evrron,—I again wish to* call the 
attention of our farmers to the otfect the 


union proposed by Wiman & Oo would 
have on the Oat erop of Ontario, if not on 
all Canada, Un the 11th inst. oats were 
quoted in Chicago at 2040., 
vv the 12th ines, Bt 38 to Sk 
Were it not for a duty of L0cts. por bushel, | 
Poronto and otber poiute could: be flooded 
with American oats, counting in freight,for 
290,, which would cut down our farmers in 
price from 0 to 10o, per bus. How would 
thoy like the duty taken off? I think they 
would say, if commercial union is going to | 
cut dowu the price of their oate that way, 
they don’t want it, aud won't have it. Yet 
ib is quite evident that they would have to 
conform to American prices, adding freight. 

It is so much easier for the farmer to take 
up one side of a question, when cold he is 
going to be a gainer by so doing, than to 
take the trouble to look at both sides, by 
setting down the promised gains on one sido 
and the actual loss on tho other, that |

Corn was quoted on the Lith iat, in Os 
wego at 440, por bus, The duty here 740.; 
freight say 3 to 3ho., or the cost laid down 
in Toronto, or other places, about 5bo. per 
bus, of 66lbs. Corn will compete with our 
rye and peas for feed, to say nothing of oats. 
1 sew rye quoted at 600, and peas at 60o, per 
bus. For feed, 1 bushel of ryeand 1 of peas 
would be equal to 2 bus. of corn and 4 lbs. 
over in weight, As our farmers do not raise 
much corn in this country, it should show 
them that American corn comes into direct 
competition with their coarser grains for 
feed, and therefore has a tendency to keep 
down prices ; and with the duty off of oats 
and corn would make it far wcrse for our 
farmers than it is now. 

From the last day in June, 1885, to the 
last day in June 1886, according to our re- 
turna,there was imported into Canada from 
the States 2,373,207 bushels of wheat, 66,- 
O6L bushels for use, and paid duty; corn, 
4,528,887 bus., 1,525,383 bus. for use and 
paid duty ; 219,976 bus. oats, 98,367 for use 
and paid duty ; or inall three kinds 1,989.- 
801 bushels, which came into direct compe- 
tition with our farmers’ grains, besides the 
offal of 2,307,146 bus, of wheat, if ground 
and the flour shipped in bond, This offal 
at 10.1bs. bran and 2 lbs. shorts per bushel, 
would make 27,685,752 Ibs. of feed ; if you 
allow 68 |bs, as equal to 1 bue. of oats, you 
would have an equivalent of, as oats, 407,- 
148 bus., which our farmers would have to 
compete against,as of the wheat bonded and 
ground, only the flour is shipped out of the 
country, while the offal remains to be sold. 

If we take the 1,825,383 bushels of corn, 
98,357 of oats, the offal from 66,061 bus. 
wheat, equal to 112 52 GE of oats, which, 
together with 407,143 bushels as above, you 
have juat (calling corn equal to 2 bus. oats) 
3,756,378 bushels of feed as oats to come in 
competition with what the farmers of Can- 
ada grow. How will our farmers like this 
side of the picture? Yet were the duty 
taken off, in what position would our farm- 
ers be as to prices? American wheat 73c., 
Canada 80 to 8lc.; American oats 254c., 
Canada 38 to 390.; American corn 44o. ; 
Canada rye 500., peas 60c. Farmers, draw 
the contrast, and then ask yourselves can- 
didly, are you willing to change your pres- 
en* prospects for those held out to you by 
Wiman & Co., to have Canada filled with 
cheap grain, in direct antagonism to your 
own? I think I can vouchsafe you will say 
No! 

In my next, I will take up the question 
of horses and cattle. I think I can show 
clearly that our farmers, 1f not the gainers, 
lose nothing by selling their spare atock to 
American buyers.

Lia Beans ror Succorasn.—The mix- 
ture of green corn and beans was one of the 
delicacies originated by the Indians, and is 
peculiarly an American food product. It is 
not generally known that the Lima’ bean, 
green orripe, is greatly superior to other 
beans for cooking in this dish. Those who 
huve dried aweet corn and Lima beans can 
therefore enjoy succotash at any time they 
chooses during the winter, Litaa Louus usu- 
ally sell very high for seed ; but they are 
worth their cost for those epicurean enough | 
to like the best eating. 

Faut Sowine or Lerruce,—Self-aown | 
lettuce from the seed scattered in the fall | 
when ripening is always earlier than the 
earliest spring planting. Our climate is 
pretty cold to allow growth in winter, but 
lettuce is hardy, and if it barely sprouts 
the seed will push into strong grwh 
early in the spring, If covered with leaves | 
the bed will be better. Much self-grown | 
lettuce is poor because it comes from seed 
on plants that run too much to seed and too 
little to leaf, In any event fall sown let- 
tuce should not be used for seed, as it is 
more apt to run out than that kept growing 
vigorously all the time. : 


Sorr Conn rox Cows.—We have long | 
thought that much of the soft corn almost 
wasted in fattening pork might be more | 
profitably fed to cows. The well fed pig | 
rejects the soft green cob, which in this 
stage has a great deal of nutriment. His | 
digestion, contrary to popular belief, is not | 
as good asthat of the cow. Give the fat- 
tening pig a greater variety of food, and he 
will riot only thrive better, but make mcre 
healthful, if not quite 86 fat pork. The 
corn judiciously fed to milch cows will give 


far better returns, keeping them from 
growing poor, as cows are apt to do at this 
season when not given extra feed.—Am, 
Cultivator. 


MAkinG Fatn Pirrins Protric,—The

a meeting at that place on Saturday even- 
ing in favor of commercial union, and a re- 
solution in favor of such a policy was un- 
animously adopted.

Mr. Rathbun as an opponent of the fad; 
but Grit papers having claimed him asa 
supporter of it, we stated, on the authority 
of gentlemen who heard him express and 
were capable of understanding his views, 
that he is nota Wimanite, but would favor 
extended trade relations with the United 
States. 

That our information as to Mr, Rathbun’s 
opinions is correct is shown by the report 
which is-given by the Oswego Times of his 
speech in that city, We make the follow- 
ing extract from the report referred to ;

raise the products that will give them the 
wherewithal to buy largely, and ycu natur- 
ally reason, that in the settlement of this 
fish controversy you will take them into your 
union if they will adupt your tariff, accept 
your excise, and receive from you such a pro- 

rtion of the income from customs as may 

€ equitably arranged. 

** Now right here,” continued the speak- 
er, “‘let me say that Canada, only a few 
years ago adopted a protective policy with 
an eye to the building up of her home in- 
dustries ; and while I as a revenue tariff 
believer, recognize the fact that the great 
works I havo called your attention to, have

over, and carrying with it the beneficiont 
influence of civil and religious liborty of 
which our beloved countrios are the load- 
ore. 

That is to say reciprocity in the products 
of the field, the forest, the fisheries and the 
mines for the present, with a foreshadowing 
of free trade between the United States, 
Great Britain and the colonies. If this be

Government of Canada is irreconcilably op: 
posed to any such commercial union as the 
people of the United States would consent 


to. 

The plan which is proposed by the 
Democratic administration and which will 
be acceded to by the Canadian Government, 
and the only one to which that Government 
will listen, is for ** reciprocal free trade in 
the products of the soil, the forests, the 
mines, and the sea,” while Canada is per- 
mitted to maintain her existing high tariff 


on American manufactures.

But Ma). Butterworth would extend thw 
area ofAmerican institutions.

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MISREPRESENTATION EXPOSED. 


A favorite assertion of the commercial 
annexationista—including Mr, Wiman—is 
that the Cansdian tariff practically dis- 
criminates against Great Britain. The fact 
is that, previous to the N. P., our tariff 
bore much more heavily on imports from 
Great Britain than on those from the Unit- 
ed States. Mr, (now Sir Leonard) Tilley, 
who was Finance Minister in 1879, stated 
in introducing the N, P., that the average 
percentage of revenue at that time was a 
fraction under 174 per cent on British 
goods and a fraction under 10 per cent on 
goods from the United States, or 74 per 
cent more on British than on United States 
imports (see page 416 official report of the 
debates of that year.) The N, P. was in- 
tended to reduce this discrimination, and 
that it did so is acknowledged by Mr. Wi- 
man, who stated In his apeech at Detroit 
that the average Canadian duty on British 
imports in 1886 was 19} cents on the 
dollar ani on United States imports 
“slightly above 15 cents on the dollar'’—a 
difference of say 4} cents, and a reduction 
under the N. P. of 3} cents in the dis- 
crimination previously existing under the 
N. P., which the Wimanites allege is a 
practical discrimination against Great Brit- 
ain ! 

{t was, of course, Mr. Wiman's object to 
make a point in support of his proposition. 
How miserably he has failed, how totally 
the facts are against him, and how dishon- 
est is the suppression of these facts, our 
readers can see at a glance. 

There is thus no mistaking the fact that 
the N. P., which was deliberately intended 
toreduce the incidental—or perhaps we 
may fairly say accidental—discrimination 
against Great Britain which was found to 
exist under the tariff in ante-N. P. times, 
has‘had the highly gratifying effect of re- 
ducing that inequality by 3} per cent. And 
—let Mr. Wiman and his supporters make 
a note of it—this discrepancy will be fur- 
ther reduced by the changes which were 
made in the tariff at the last session, especi- 
ally those with regard to iron and steel,and 
their manufactured products. 


It is true that Quebec votes established 
and maintained the Pretectionist tariff 
which has brought Canada to a grave situa- 
tion, but the struggle cver the N. P. was 
not one in which uncommercial arguments 
played a great part.—Globe.

In the Supreme Court on the 22ad the 
hearing of the case of Lynch y. Seymour 
was proceeded with. This ts an interplead- 
erissue. The appellant John Lynch re- 
covered judgment in the Queen’s Bench 
Division Ontario High Court of Justice 
againstthe Hastings Tron Company, limited; 
and the sheriffof the County of Hastings 
seized on an execution, goods described in 
the interpleader issue, The respondent, 
however, then claimed the goods on the 
ground that $2,400 were due to him for 
the rent of the premises on which goods 
were seized for the year prior to such seiz- 
ure. The sheriff interpleaded, and the 
interpleader was sent for trial at the Hast 
ings assizes. Judgment was rendered in 
favor of the appellants by Justice Patterson, 
but the Queen’s Bench division reversed 
the decision. The appel'ant then appealed 
to the Ontario Court of Appeal, where the 
opinion among the judges was evenly di- 
vided. Judgment was reseryed to-day, 
W. B. Northrup for appellant ; R.C. Clute 
for respondent.

bedside when I got sick, one that cannot 


only pour out the right number of drops, but , 


one who can aleopray. That is the kind of 
doctor I have had in my house when 
sickness or death came. I do not want an 
of your profligate or atheistic doctors aroun 
my loved ones when the balances of Jife are 
trembling. A doctor who has gone through 
the medical college, and in dissecting room has 
trav.rsed the wonders of h» humaa mechan 
ism and found no God in any of the labyrinths, 
is a fool, and cannot doctor me or mns, But, 
oh, the Christian doctos! What a confort 
they ‘have been in many of our households, 
And they ought to have a warm place in our 
prayers, aa well as praise on ‘urtongues Dear 
old Dr, Sk llman! My father’s doctor, my 
mother’s doctor in the village home.

And I 
hail you, and I bless you, snd I ordain you to 
the tender, beautiful heaven descended work of 
a Christain physician, and when you tuke your 
diploma from the Long Is!an1 Medical College 
to look after the perishable body, be sure also 
to get a diploma from the skies to look after the 
imp rithable soul Let all Christion physicans 
unt’e with the ministers of the Gospel in pe:- 
suading good peoy le thatit is not because God 
is against them that rx sometimes feel de- 
pressed, but because of their diseased body. 
suppose David the psalmist, was no more pious 
when he called on everything, human and angelic, 
animate and inamimate, and from snowflake to 
hurricane, to praise Ged, that when he said : 
** Out of the depths of hell have I eried to thee, 
O Lord ;” or that Jeremiah was = better when 

he wrote his 
‘*Lamentation»,” or that Job was any better 
when he said, “I koow that my Redeemer 
liveth,” then when, covered all over with th- 
pustules of elephantiasis, he sat in the ashes 
soratching the scaba «ff with broken pieces of 
pottery, or that Alexander Cruden, the codoor 
dist, was any better man when he compiled the 
beok that has helped 10,000 students of the 
Bible than when, under the power of physical 
disorder, he was handcuffed and strait waist- 
coated in Green Inasne Asylum. 

“Oh!” ssys the Christian man, ‘tno one ought 
to allow physical disorder to depress his eoul. 
He ougbt to live so near to God aa to be always 
in the sunshine.” Ye, that is good advice; but 
I warrant that you, the man who gives the ad 
vice, haye a sound liver. Thank God every day 
for healthful hopatic condition, for, just as cer- 
tainly as you love it, you will sometimes, like 
David, and jike Jer-miah, and like Cooper, and 
like Alexander Orudep,and like 10,000 other in- 
valids, be playing adead march on the same 
organ witb which now you play a toocata. My 
object at this point is not only to emolliate the 
critismes of the well against those in poor health, 
but to thow the Christian people who are atra- 
bilious what isthe matter with them, Do 


not charge agsinst the beart the crimes of an- 


other portion of your organism Do not con- 
clude that because the path of heayen is not 
adored with as fine a foliage, or the banks 
beautifully snowed under with exquisite chry- 
santhemuns as once, that therefore you are on 
the wrong road, The road will bring you out at 
the same pate whether you walk wiih the stride 
ofan athlete or come up on crutches, Thot- 
sands of Christians, morbid about their experi- 
ence ard morbid about their busineas, and mor- 
bid about the present, and morbid abont the 
future, need the sermon I am now preaching. 
Another practical use of this subject is for 
the yung. The theor 
roust first sow their wild oats, and afterward 
Michigan wheat, Let me brevk the delusion. 
Wild oats sre generally sown in the liver, and 
they can never be pulled up. They so preoc- 
cupy that organ that there iano room for the 
implantation of a righteouscrop, You see aged 
men about us at 80 erect, agile, splendid, grand 
old men.

Remember, O 
young man, that whilein after life and after 
years of dissipation you may have your heart 
changed, religion does not change the liver, 
Trembling and stoggering along these strerts to- 
day are mon, all bent and decayed and perma- 
turely old for the reason that they are paying for 
liens they put peae their physical eatate before 
they were 30, By early dissipation they put on 
their body a first mortgage. and a second 
mortgage, and a third mortgage to the devil, 
and these mertg ges are now Meine foreclosed 
and all that remains of their eartly estate the

My hearer, this is the first sermon you bave 
heard on the gespel of health, and it muy be the 
last you will ever hearin that subject; and I 
charge you, inthe n me of God and Christ, and 
usefulness and eterna! destiny, take better care 
of your health. When soma of you die, if your

MOWAT’S INCONSISTENOY. 


The editor of the Hamilton Times, dis. 
guated with the shameless inconsistency of 
the leader of his party in Ontario, as ex- 
emplified in the outcome of the Inter- 
provincial conference, takes that gentleman 
severely to task in the following trenchant 
atyle in an open letter, which tho Times 
recently published : 

Dear Sir,—Your name recently appeared 
among the signatures to a proposal for an 
increase cf the subsidies to be paid by the 
Dominion Parliament to the Provincial 

islatures. I was surprised to find it 
there, because I have heard you describe 

ourself as a Reformer, a term which I 

ad supposed to be synonymous with 
Liberal, and I have heard you speak very 
severely, not to say contemptuously, of 
Tories. A Liberal, as { understand it, is 
a man who believes that every man should 
have for his own use and enjoyment the 
full earnings, of hie labor—no more, no 
less. A Tory is one who believes that the 
majority of men should be content with 
less than the full earnings of their labor, 
and that they should give up a part for the 
support of a privileged class, who would 
thos obtain more than their own earnings. 
Of sll the devices for dividing a population 
into these two classes—an earning and a 
spending class—the device of indirect tax- 
ation has been the most effective; and I 
am therefore surpised that you, a Liberal, 
should consent to a scheme for increasing 
indirect taxation{in Canada, It you want 
more money for your Legislature to spend, 
why do you not raise it in the way that 
would as little as possible increase the bur- 
dens of the people whose Minister you aro! 
If your Legislature has revenue enough al- 
ready, there is still less excuse for your 
name appearing in endorsation of the Que- 
beo acheme for an increase subsides. 

Mr. Mowat’s recreancy to the principles 
of his party is not the only inconsiatency 
of which he has been guilty. His division 
of the shirievalty of York into two offices 
and his thrusting his son into the beat of 
the two, was quite as wanton a disregard 
of Grit professions as was that for which 
the Times scarifies him. Mr. Mowat’s re- 
putation as a ‘Christian politican” is gone 
beyond hope of restoration. 


SUBSIDIZED ORGANS. 


It is observable that the columns of the 
Globe, the Ontario and other exponents of 
Gritism are at present teeming with adver- 
tisements from the Oatario Government. 
Whilst we do not question their right to 
such advertisemonts, we would simply re- 
mark that if similar advertisements were 
appearing in Conservative journals these 
same Grit organs would cry out about those 
terrible ** subsidized organs of the Con- 
sorvative party.’ Thore isa moral in the 
above, if the Grit organs can only see it 
through their party-colored spectacles.

Charged With Conspiracy, 
TWO PERSONS ARRESTED IN CONNECTION 
WITH THE ALLEGED SEBD WHEAT 
SWINDLE. 

Lonpon, Ont., November 25,—Thomas 
OC. Hewitt and Geo, S, Ward have been 
arrested on complaint of W. CO. Pierce, of 
Dutton, for conspiracy to defraud. They 
were the promoters. of the Ontario Seed 
Wheat Company, which sold seed wheat to 
farmers at $15 a bushel, agreeing to buy 
back twice the amount sold at $10a bushel 
when it grew. As soon asthe country was 
filuoded with the wheat the concern burst, 
and of course nevor redeomed its pledges. 
The Ontario Government is at present 
holding an investigation into the swindle. 
Howitt is a prominent citizen, Manager of 
the Globe Lightning Rod Company, also 
of the lron King Pump Company, and ex- 
chairman of the Water Commissioners. 
Pierce is said to be one of the dupesof the 
concern. 


Two Years For Twenty Cents, 


In the Court of Special Sessions, at 
Montreal on the 26th, Judge Desnoyers 
sentenced James Cleaf, a young man of 18 
years, to two years’ penitentiary. Tho 
evidence in the case was to the effect that 
the prisoner had stolen a purse containing 
twenty centaout of the pocket of Dame 
Genevieve Trudel at the Bonsecours mar- 
ket. A policeman who saw the act made 
chase, but the thief escaped. Later on 
Cleaf was arrested, and the pooketbook 
was found under an ash barrel in his pre- 
mises, His Honor said that the prisoner 
was not only guilty of stealing 20 cents, 
but of stealing from the person ; the fact 
that only 20 cents were in the pocketbook 
was not the prisoner's fault.

| ae Babylontan Relics, 


INSCRIPTIONS THAT WILL INTEREST STUDENTS 
OF ANCIENT HISTORY, 

A collection of Babylonian antiquities of 
| great interest is at the present time in the 
hands of a private collector in this country. 
The collection consists of a series of about 
300 inacribed terra cotta tableta relating to 
the revenue and titles of the most ancient 
of the Babylonian temples. In the yoar 
1880 Mr, aeenal Rossam, whon engaged 
on the works of exploration in Babylonia 
on behalf of the trustees of the British 
museum, discovered in the mound of Abvo 
Hubba, about 30 miles from Bagdad, the 
site of the ancient city of Sippara, one of 
the chief centres of the religious life at 
Chaldea, in which was a great temple dedi- 
cated to the Sun-yod. ‘The work of explor- 
ation was continued during subsequent 
expeditions of Mr, Rassam, and large 
numbers of inscribed stones and terra 
cotta cylinders and over 20,000 inscribed 
tablets were obtained from the chambers 
of this vast edifice and were deposited 
in the British museum. These mon- 
uments vary in date from B. ©, 3,800 
to B, OC. 300, and represent every class of 
literature, sacred and secular, On the 
return of Mr. Rassam to’ Eogland, native 
overseers wore retained un the site for a 
short time, but were last year removed. 
No sooner were these men withdrawn than 
Arab antiqnity hunters from Bagdad com- 
menced their irregular diggings on the site, 
and the collection which has just reached 
this country was thus obtained; While 
regretting that the recovery of these records 
and the excavation of so important a site 
should be due to so unscientific a source, 
the new collection will be welcome to all 
students, as several of the inscriptions are 
of great importance. 

The majority of the tablets relate to the 
collection of the revenue of the temple, 
which were derived from titles and dues 
imposed on corn and dates, as well as con- 
tributions from pious donors. In addition 
to these sources of revenue, large grants of 
land from tim to time had been made to 
the temple by kings and others, and were 
farmed like the Mohammedan moeques or 
the glebe lands of our English Church. 
Thus we find that in the twelfth century 
before the Christian era the king gave to 
the temple ‘‘a farm adjoining the city of 
Al-Essu (New Town), which is within 
Babylon, and placed it in charge ‘of Ekur- 
sum-ibassi, a priest.” Similar grants were 
made by most kings. The new collection 
of tablets affords very clear indications of 
the wealth of the land of Chaldea in the 
seventh and sixth centuries before the chris- 
tian era. Thus from one tablet we learn 
that 4,000 sheep were given to the temple 
as sheep dues in one year, the owners be- 
ing allowed to redeem them on payment of 
certainsums. Herodotus tells us that Baby- 
lonia supplied one-third of the corn of the 
Persian empire, and some idea of the fer- 
tile condition may be obtained by the tithe 
receipts here preserved to us. In one tab 
Jet ten thousand measures were received in 
the third year of Nabonidus, B. 0, 653 ; in 
another, five hundred measures from one 
man. In addition to corn, we find thé re- 
ceipts for quantities of barley, dates and 
other fruits, oil and honey. The persons 
paying these dues are gardeners, farmers, 
boatmen, scribes, weavers, aud the masters 


claim papérs, without waiticg for any delay of 
sixty or ninety days, like most companies.

of the canals, and also women, who thus 
appear to have been taxpayers. The col- 
lection of the taxes was appoiated to cer- 
tain porsons, and in the reign of Nabonidus 
the chief collector was Nabu-sumiddin, 
while in Babylon the Hgibifoim were the 
tax gatherers. 

In addition to these receipts for revenues 
these tablets mention the reception of var- 
ious materials for the repairs or adornment 
of the temple. In the eighth year of Nab- 
ulpassar, B.C. 616, a quantity of wood and 
stone was received ; in the seventh year of 
Nebuchadnezzar II., B.C., 547, a quantity 
of wood, furniture and bricks ; in others, 
atraw and reeds for building purposes ; 
while in the first year of Cambyses, B.O. 
529, we haye the memorandum of the re- 
ception of five minmworth of cedar and 
cypress wood. In the reign of Darius we 
have the entry of [fifty-four shekels of 
gold, a metal rearly mentioned in these 
tablets, One of the most interesting feat- 
ures of these tablets is the great care with 
which the accounts are kept. The names 
of the payers are ontered in full and some- 
times the name of the father and the trade 
are given. The amount is entered in ruled 
columns and separate puyments in othor 
columns, the total being given at the foot, 
aud the whole sometimes countersigned by 
witnesses. Independent of their value as 
indicating the flourishing condition of the 
land of Chaldea and the richness of the 
temples, some of these tablets are of great 
historical value as connecting links in the 
chain of documents on which Babylonian 
and Assyrian chronology are based. Every 
one of these tablets is dated in month, day

On the death 
of the latter king several claimants arose for 
the Assyrian throne, among others two 
sons of Assurbanipal—two of these tablets 
gives dates in the reign of the second and 
third claimants, named Sui-sar-iskum, a 
| name hitherto unknown to us. This name, 
in the abbreviated form of Sariskum, bears 
| a nearer resemblence to the Saracus of the 
| liat of Borossus, the late king of Axssyria, 
Tho reign of this king lasted but three 
years, and terminated with the success of 
the reyolt of Nabulpalassar. In a tablet 
| dated in the firat year of Darius Hystaspos 
we find tho Persian king claiming only 
| the title of ‘‘King of Countries’’ and not 
| the full title of “King of Babylon and 
Countries,’ because Babylon was at that 
time in the hands of Nid intu-Bel, the ro- 
| bul. Those tablets prove vory clearly that, 
great as has been tho harvest from the flelda 
| of Chaldea, much remains to tempt us to 
| renowed efforts in the work of exploration

National Antheme, 


There never was a more rousing compo 
sition than **La Marseillaise.” ** The 
bound of it,” says Carlyle, ** will make the 
blood tingle in men’s veins, and whole 
armios and assomblagos will sing it with 
eyos Weeping aud burning, with hearts 
defiant of death and despot.” Tt had a 
great share in the firat French revolution 
for in a few months after it was firat made 
known every one was singing it, and the 
words **To arms! March !' were resound- 
ing in all parts of France. At every season 
of disorder since its strains have excibed 
the passions of the people, and if immortal- 
ity can be predicted for any tune known to 
man, this is, beyond a question, the one, 
And yet, as the story goes, both words and 
music were the production of one night. 
They were composed in 1792 by a person 
whom Carlyle calls ‘an inspired Tyrtan 
colonel,” Rouget de Lisle, who was still 
living when Oarlyle’s ** French Revolution” 
was first published. The scene of its birth 
was Strasburg, and not Marseilles, but 
it was a force of Marseillaiso which first 
marched to it, and hence the'title, 

The origin of tho British national anthem 
has proved a source of uninterrupted vex- 
ation for many years past. There is almost 
45 much mystery regarding it as there used 
to be about the source of the Nile. The 
common account attributes it to Dr. Bull, 
King James I,’ organist, but it has also 
been claimed for Henry Carey, the author 
of Sally in Our Alley.” Between these 
two the authorship and composition almost 
certainly rest, but it has been found im- 
possible to decide definitely for the one or 
the other, The music of **God Save the 
Queen” is comparatively tame and uninter- 
esting, but it agrees well with the compar- 
atively peaceful, regular course of events 
which has marked public aftiirs in England 
for over two hundred years past. 

The Russian national anthom, ‘* God 
Protect the Czar,” was first performed at 
the Grand Theatre, Moscow, iv December, 
1833, Previous to this there had been no 
national hymn in Russia, and the Ozars 
usually contented themselves with ** God 
Save the King.” The composer was Col. 
M. Lwoff, and in return for the composi- 
tion the Czar Nicholas presented him with 
a gold snuff box, set with diamonds. The 
music is distinctly national, but the words, 
as every one knows, are anything but the 
actual prayer of the Russian people: '*God 
Suve the Ozar! Mighty autocrat | Reign 
for our glory,” etc. It is, properly speak- 
ing, an official hymn, and is unknown to 
the vast majority of Russians, 

The Austrian national snthem is well 
known in England from its use as a hymn 
tune, It was composed by Haydn, and 
performed for the first time at the celebra- 
tion of the birthday of the Emperor Franz 
at Vienna in 1797. The lovely air is tho- 
roughly German, and found therefore a 
ready acceptance in the hearts of the people. 
Haydn himself was very fond of it ; he used 
it in the variations in one of his quartets, 
and when he was dying he insisted on being 
taken from his bed to the piano, when he 
played the air three times over very solemn- 
ly in the presenee of his weeping servants, 

The Danish national anthem is not unlike 
the ‘*Rule Britannia.” It was composed 
by a German named Hartmann, about the 
year 1770. The “‘Sicilian Mariner's Hymn,” 
though it can hardly be called a national 
anthem, is a favorite air with the gondoliers 
of Veniee, who sing it frequently.

MR, RATHBUN DECLARES THE FAD TO BE IM- 
PRACTICABLE, 


The Toronto Mat-ia its issue of Satur- 
day, gives; the following very fair summary 
of the speech delivered by Mr, E,W. Rath- 
bun before the Oswego Board of Trade, of 
which our contemporary publishes a verba" 
tion report : 

Mr. Rathbun is opposed to Commercia 
Union, deeming it impracticable for vari- 
ous reasons ; but he is a strong advocate of 
reciprocity in natural products only, which 
Commercial Univnists in their turn regard 
as impossible. The grounds on which Mr, 
Rathbun opposes Commercial Union are 
put forward with much eloquence. He 
says, in effect, that we in Canada have for 
years been engaged in developing our re- 
sources, in constructing railways, in adding 
new regions to our area, and in preparing 
in other ways for the dawn of prosperity 
for the uprising of a great Canadian na- 
tionality. . 1t would be rash, therefore, for 
us to enter into a commercial union with a 
high protectionist nation like the United 
States, which has little foreign trade, and 
which has yet to assimilate a large foreign 
element in its population, whose absorp- 
tion may possibly alter the American type 
of character. Moreover, our connection 
with the Mother Country prevents us from 
discriminating against British , and 
on the whole our wisest course is to pur- 

sue the policy of self-development and 
prepare ourselves for the day when a vast 
Anglo-Saxon zollverein, embracing the 
whole race, shall become an established 
fact. ; 

As the Mail truly says, this speech— 
which Mr. Rathbun follows with a letter 
declaring that, in his opinion, commercial 
union is impracticable—is an interesting 
contribution to the literature of the con- 
troversy. It disposes of the calumnious 
assertion that he, one of the foremost busi- 
ness men in the country, had been duped 
into the support of an idea impossible of 
realization, and which, ifit were possible, 
would, if carried into effect, ruin our man. 
ufacturing industries, render nugatory our 
vast ¢xpenditures on public works and rail- 
ways, involve the severance of British con- 
nection, destroy the fair prospeet of a 
great Canadian nationality and lead ulti- 
timately to annexation. Mr. Rathbun has 
spoken wisely and well, and as a patriotic 
Canadian, His influence will be felt 
strongly on the side of Canada should: the 
project ever advance beyond the specula- 
tive stage, which is not at all probable,

The “Summary” of the yast mass of facts 
. in an ‘American Newspaper Annual for 
nde velne writ’ We 1887” gives material for some interesting con- 
clusions, It shows, for instance, that there 
m | are now only ten monthly publications more 
than there were in 1586, and, as many more 
than ten havo been started, the conclusion is 
that the rate of mortality for the monthlies 
has been large, On the other band, the 
dailies havé increased their number in a year 
by more than 10 per cent,, and, with 1,481 ag 
their figure, are only four behind the month- 
lies. As, at the samo time, the number of 
the weeklies has grown, even if by only © 
per cent., one might infer that the propor- | 
tionate power of the monthly, is waning. 

The figures, however, furnish no encour 
agement to the men who think that the 
growth of the big dailies means ruin for the 
little ones: The sem{i-weeklies alone show a 
greater. percentage of increase than the 
dailies, and, as their, number is so small, 
only 189, and as they number only nineteen 
more than in 1886, their growth is’ insignifi- 
cant.’ The tri-weeklies have fallen off by 
six, and but fifty are now printed; why any 
should be printed isa mystery, The average 
American has well. decided .that his.news- 
ed in this | paper diet should be! as-regular as ls daily 
Ibanyand | breakfast, or his Sunday baked beans, 
Nointers| and so it is no wonder that there 
All | aro only half a) hundred tri-wedklies, 
eight more bi-weeklies and 189 © ‘semI- 
weeklies, when there are 12,003. papers 
that have the sense to como around aos regu- 
larly os Washing day. There are 206. pub- 
lishers wise enough to see that thoy get just 
as big a subscription fee and save printing 
two numbers a year by publishing semi- 
monthlies instead of bi-weeklies. There are 
thirty-one bi-monthlies, and the somewhat 
remarkable number of eighty-nine quarter- 
lies. There are also efght publications classed 
as ‘‘miscellancous” in the niatter of publica- 
tion periods.

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THE TREATY MAKING POWER, 


This plank in the Grit platform is well 


~ backed by Geo. Laidlaw ina letter to the 


Mail, on the 24th Nov. Mr, Laidlaw is 
one of the old timed Reformers, who be- 
coming disgusted with the Edgar style 
of politicans left the party in disgust. Up 
on the question of treaty making, he says 
with great force and truth that :— 
“The demand for treaty making power 
for Canada, irrespective of Imperial inter- 
ests, is incomprehensible to me as @ practi- 
cal measure, Are not treaties made at the 
end of wars or to prevent them? Of what 
avail would the treaty-making power be to 
us in respect of the Behring Sea tisheries 
witheut the support of the Empire? Are 
we going to mike or mar treaties and throw 
the resposibility of having them respected 
on the shoulders of the taxpayers of the 
United Kingdom? We muat give and take 
with the Empire, for what could we do 
without it? A Kingof England had to 
cede the sonth half of North America to 
an officer who once were his uniform to 
secure peace ; and a King of France | ad to 
cede the north half for the same end. Re- 
verse’ circumstances might ‘‘bouleverse’’ 
the business yet. Supposing the Govern- 
ment of Great Britain should proceed in 
the'same meaa spirit that a section of our 
people are advocating continually, i, «¢., 
that business is business, and should make 
a secret treaty, as Rossia did about Alaska, 
and sell the sovereignty of Canada for three 
or four hundred millions to the United 
States, récall her Governor-General, dis- 
mantle her forts, order home her fleet, and 
leave us to wake and see the Stars and 
Stripes on the custom house, what would 
‘ou treaty making feilowsdo about it? Ths 
Tinited States would double your tariff to 
make you pay the interest on your price, 
and still what would you do about it? The 
people that call the loudest for the treaty 
makiug power rail the hardest at all muli- 
tary expenditures.or preparations. Before 
risking to have the treaty making power, 
we must first secure the power to have a 
treaty respected when made. We are as 
far forward as circumstances will permit 
when we have a hand in making those trea- 
ties in which we are much concernad, 
have nudoubt the yery best terms 
will be made at Washington for both sides, 
The dread of a rupture of friendly relations 
between two such proud-spirited, great 
and wise nations, “having such enormous 
interests interwoven in each others’ fate, 
will force the last concession from each, 
and depend upon it, Canada jas well as 
Britain will endorse tho bill ; we will have 
peace and will ‘all be happy yet,” except 
Pp haps you ‘“‘disgruntled” Commereial- 
onists and a few of the ‘great lost 
party.” 

It would be well for many of our friends 
who are running away with every new idea 
that is presented to remember the argu- 
ments presented by Mr, Laidlaw,and not run 
away with the idea that Great Britain will 
give Canada the right to make any treaty 
it pleased, which may be againat the gener- 
al interest of the Empire and then use the 
power she possesses to enforce it. The 
fact is, all these demands simply mean that 
Canada should become a State of the Am- 
erican Republic. There are many who 
honestly do not believe this statement, 
but the prime movers, we are convinced, 
have but one object in view, and that is 
the annexation of Canada to the United 
States. To our mind,no sensible-man cap, 
who reflects for one moment, come to any 
other conclusion that this—that Canada 
must for many years to come remain an 
integral part of the British Empire, or be- 
come an additional State of the Union. 

That is the light in which the people of 
Canada must look at this question, disguise 


it ds they may, that is the only alternatial 
to be considered. 

We read daily diatribes in the Mail und

Brutal Ponishment of Prisoners, 

InpIANAvoLtIs, Nov, 29.—Governor Gray 
has been making an investigation into the 
management of the female reformatory, 
He ascertained that there were two methods 
of punishment in the institution. One was 
by whipping with a strap. When ho visit- 
ed the place he asked to see the last girl 
who had been punished. She had been 
whipped two days before, but even then 
there were black and blue stripes on her 
arms and back, showing where the strap 
struck her. A more common form of 
punishment is to put refractory inmates in 
8 cell through the door of which are two 
holes a foot apart and three or four feet 
from the floor. The women’s arma are put 
through these holes and handiouffed to- 
gether on the outside, so that they are com- 
pees to romain in an uncomfortable stand- 
ng position, The governor says the punish- 
meot is far more severe than that inflicted 
in the penitentiary, He will recommend 
reform at once,

In orderthat a comprehensive and 
impartial statement might be rendered, all 
the principals of Colleges, Acadamies, 
Schools and Conservatories were enlisted 
in the investigation, and the carefully con- 
ducted tests extended over a considerable 
period. The facts adduced were conclu- 
sive enough, It was shown that in nearly 
every capacity of work boys who did not 
use tobacco in apy form took the highest 
ravk, and were mentally and physically the 
superiors of their less temperate fellows, 
It was also shown that the use of tubacco, 
coated a taste for alcoholic stimulents, and 
that devotees of the cigar, pipe and quid 
were more disposed to immoral tendencies 
than those w’ © lid not iu: ulgeim ie hab t 
The deplorable effect upon constitutions of 
a highly nervous order was fully demon- 
strated, Thore is a law protecting minors 
from the temptations and evil consequences 
of the bar room and gambling den, which 
should be amerded so as to include the 
use of tobacco in its prohibitory clauses.
